When the colossal turf investment com- 
panies manipulated by Arnold & Co., J. J.

INQUIRY WAS RESULT. 


The direct outcome of this mission was 
the institution of an inquiry by Postmaster- 
‘General Payn» into the affairs of his de- 
partment, although, as he stated to the 
correspondent at that time, he did not be- 
lieve any official irregularities existed.

When the chimericai concerns, operating 
as turf investment compantes, collapsed 
early last February and financial despair 
confronted an army of men and women 
who had ylelded to the sophistry of the 
get-rich-quick disciples, I was detailed by 
the Post-Dispatch to ascertain from the 
heads of the federal government at Wash- 
ington how such a palpably colossal fraud 
had ever received official sanction. 

Thirty thousand persons, during a period 
of two years, had been deprived of an 
aggregate cash possession of $2,000,000, and 
the arm of the law had not been invoked 
to stop the plunder. 

The crash fell heaviest. on those who 
could il afford to part with their earnings, 
and the highwaymén who ‘left in their 
tracks mortgaged homes and disconsolate 
families had fattened their purses by the 
grace of the United States government. 

There was some reason to suspect, but no 
fact to prove, that either a grave blunder 
or a great crime had been committed and 
censure or guilt rested upon some trusted 
officially. It was not long before this the- 
ory was advanced, and the man who first 
intimated it ts himself under indictment 
for attempted bribery growing out of the 
turf scandal, . 

I refer to Daniel V. Miller. who was 
employed as.a sort of convenience man 
about the office of the then Assistant At- 
torney-General J. N. Tyner. 

i reached Washington Feb. 16, the day 
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Mr. Dice informed Gen. Tyner that the 

company refused to give his Inspectors a 
Statement of its lHabilities. 
» On Dec. 4, Gen. Tyner wrote a letter to 
Arnold & Co., stating that the case against 
them had been closed. This was Arnold's 
most potent argument soliciting invest- 
ments, all ofJVhis circulars containing the 
Tyner fac-simile letter. 


Christencey Denied 
Any Notification. 


When this information was broached 
Christencey denied with much show of in- 
dignation that Mr. Dice had ever laid be- 
fore him a complaint against Arnold & Co, 
Interviews with Mr. Dice to the contrary 
only served to anger Christencey and he 
declared that the chief posioffice inspector 
at St. Louls would be called upon for an 
explanation. 

‘‘This office was the first to take up the 
inspection against the turf investment com- 
panies,” said Mr. Christencey, “‘and we 
ordered John J. Ryan to come to Wash- 
ington.”’ 

According to the story told me by Miller 
and Christencey, Ryan appeared in Wash- 
ington Nov. li, 1902, ahd invited an inspec- 
tion of his books and papers, which was 
made by Inspectors Fulton and Sullivan, 
who reported back that Ryan had suffi- 
cient money on Nov. ll, 182, to cover his 
lHabilities. 

The cash on hand Noy. 25, 192, these 
inspectors stated, amounted to $63,600 and 
the cash in bank the same date aggregat- 
ed $79,370.10. 

“How did Ryan impresa you?” I asked. 

“O,"" replied Christencey, “I thought he 
was a fine fellow. I had no reason to think 
otherwise. Why. he came to me with the 
strongest sort of a recommendation. One 
of our federal judges told me that he was a 
good fellow, so far as a bookmaker could 
be, and the law partner of United States 
Senator Joseph B. Foraker of Ohio praised 
him highly.”’ 

“Did it ever occur to.you that Mr. Rvan 
had an unsavory record?’ 

“It did not,’ said Christencey, to which 
Mr. Miller nodded approval

1 
wouldn't stack up against this game if I 
didn’t have good people with me. And 
you can bet that when all the other book- 
makers have empty stomachs my pockets 
will be lined with the ‘cush.’ ”’ 

“Say,”’ said Ryan, as someone was about 
to put a question, “I would like to teu 
you gentlemen all about the secrets of the 
track. A man who doesn’t study the races 
is a sucker to play ‘em. By that I mean 
you have got to get straight dope and 
know everybody that’s got anything to do 
with the running. There's lots of tricks 
in business, but when it comes to horse 
races you have reached the limit of trick- 
ery. Still, gentlemen, it is the greatest 
sport on earth. At least it sults Johnny 
Ryan.”

The Washington Post printed 
an interview with him. Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Payne jumped at it. 

‘‘Ha.”’ he said, “here is a sorehead trying 
to discredit my old friend, Perry Heath 
He is trying to break into -this investiga- 
tion which I am suppressing.

With a flourish the postmaster-general 
calied on Tulloch to substantiate his 
charges or be branded as a liar. Tulloch 
came immediately to the front. He. filed 
50 typewritten pages with the postmaster- 
general and he gave names and dates and 
instances of irregularities and corruption 
with fullness of detail. 

They never touched Payne. 
he said. and all the rest of it. 

Still, the postmaster-general, thinking to 
ccnfound Tulloch entirely. asked the per- 
sons named by Tulloch for their denials. 
Former Postmaster-General Smith, Perry 
S. Heath. the ex-first agsistant postmaster- 
general: John A. Merrit, postmaster of 
Washington, and Comptroller Treadwell 
0° the treasury, responded with alacrity. 

“Absurd,’’ they all said; ‘‘nothing in It. 
Ali lies."’ 

Ferry Heath grew declamatory about his 
denial. He said he was proud of his part in 
the postal administration and pledged his 
life and his fertune and his sacred honor. 
or words to that effect, that everything 
was il! right. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General 
Bristow also replied. He 4id not write 
much, being a man of few words. but he 
filed as, exhibits with his reply copies of 
the reports made on the things complained 
of by Tulloch. He got his reply in on May 
4. three davs after the postmaster-general 
asked for it. The others came straggling 
two or three weeks later. These efforts 
were given out. Bristow’s was suppressed. 
Payne’s Hand 

Was Forced. 

Finally, last Saturday. John R. Proctor, 
president of the civil service commission. 
Stepped to the front with a report on the 
abuses Tulloch mentioned. He sustained 
Tulloch. Then, forced by public demand 
Payne gave out the Bristow report, but 
very grudgingly. He said nothing about 
‘hot air’ this time. The Bristow report 
also sustained Tulloch in every particular. 

President Roosevelt winced. he great 
intellectual proposition from Wisconsin had 
slipped a cog on Tulloch. It was a blunder 
of the first magnitude, so great that it 
seemed almost supernatural. 

Payne hasn't tried to explain. He can't.

Then he went 
away on a pleasure trip and when he came 
back the President had ordered a general 
overhauling and Payne had to take his 
medicine. 

Promptly as circumstances would permit 
he said he had been for the investigation 
all the time, and cited an appropriation of 
$6000 he secured last December for the very 
purpose. That $6000 citation was a most 
remarkable one, showing the undoubted 
ability of Mr. Payne to do things out of the 
ordinary, for, although the ‘appropriation 
was made last December, it does not be- 
come available until July next. 

Everybody in Washington who had kept 
track of postal affairs knew that August 
Machen, superintendent of free deliveries, 
was under the blackest suspicion. Payne 
wouldn't hear a word against him. until 
one day he woke up to find that Machen 
had overrun his appropriation some $227,- 
000 and had told his superiors that the 
amount was only $20,000. 

Payne suspended Machen then, after 
Senator Lodge, on the President's author- 
ity. had demanded that Machen be sus- 
pended, and a few days later Machen was 
indicted for taking a bribe of $22,000.

through the kindness of a New York 
World representative, a resolution calling 
for an inquiry into the affairs of the post- 
office department. 

All the circumstances surrounding the 
action of the department in the ‘“‘get-rich- 
quick” casés had tndicated official careless- 
ness. 

A St. Louis congressman, who was ill at 
that time, advanced the opinion that “if 
you can only get at the facts you will 
find’ more rottenness honeycombed in the 
postoffice department than any branch of 
the government, and the grafts have been 
going on for years.” 

I sent a card to Congressman De Armond 
from the cloak room, but he was not in 
attendance that day and Mr. Cochran of 
St. Joseph was my next choice. 

The “resolution as drawn. and presented 
in these columns was shown to Mr. Coch- 
ran. He looked up at the calendar and 
said: 

“We have only about 19 days more to 
run, so it would probably be too late to 
take up the mattér. However, if there is 
absolute proof that the postoffice depart- 
@nent has violated any law I.am willing to 
introduce it now, but I must be guaran- 
teed full proof.’ 

It was explained to Mr. Cochran that 
if the proof was then available no investi- 
gation would be necessary. Every moral 
evidence bore out the assumption of Ir- 
regularity in the postoffice department or 
some branch of it in connection with 
Ryan & Co. and Arnold & Co, 

Mr. Cochran did not appreciate the fact 
that it was a splendid opportunity to ren- 
der a distinet public service. Congress 
adjourned and the demand for an inves- 
tigation of the postoffice departments was 
reinforced by the leading newspapers of 
the country. 

The New York World insisted upon it 
with vigor and the suspicions of four 
months ago are now confirmed realties and 
the end is not yet. %

WASHINGTON, June 20.—First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Wynne sent a letter 
to Mr. Payne this afternoon requesting that 
every bureau under his jurisdiction be 
given a thorough investigation. He asks 
that every branch of the service under 
his control and every responsible employe 
be made a part of the inquiry. 

These are the bureaus under Mr. Wynne: 
Divisions of salaries and allowances, post- 
office supplies, correspondence, dead letters 
and money order system. 

Tine free delivery divisions were recently 
transferred to the fourtn ggsistant. 

The action of Mr. Wynne was probably 
influenced by the attempt of Mr. Payne to 
investigate the money order division, with 
the view of proving that Mr. Wynne was 
cognizant of Mr. Metcalf'’s ‘“‘grave indis- 
cretion’ and did not make the postmaster- 
generall acquainted with the acts. Metcalf, 
the dismissed chief ow the money order 
System, frankly said that Mr. Wynne had 
no intimation of his action. 

Mr. Wynne does not intend to take any 
chances hereafter. He desires to have 
the integrity of his chief proved beyond 


doubt. He wishes all irregularities if 
they exist discovered and remedied. 


Roosevelt Fears 
Effect of Scandal. 


President Roosevelt is on a still hunt. 

He has finally and firmly decided on 
his procedure in the postoffice scandals. 
He is firmly convinced there has been 
too much turmoil and red fire about the 
postoffice scandals. 

While he is willing to punish the guilty 


he does not think it is necessary for the 
newspapers to print broadsides every day 
about the matter, and if the policy of 
giving out nothing beyond what is abso- 
lutely necessary will tend to lessen the 
space the newspapers devote to the scan- 
dals. he will be gona 

After he gets his policy of less pub- 
licity firmly established, the President 
will take the next step. He is hurrying 
the officials im the federal district at- 
torney’s office for indictments. The post- 
office officials have now 12 or 15 cases 
before the federal officials. Most of them 
are minor offenders, and some of them 
are men who are already under indict- 
ment. like Machen. When a sufficient 
number of indictments have been secured 
arrests will be made, and the whole lot 
of alleged offenders lined up*for public 
inspection. 

There will be a great Mullabaloo about 
these arrests. Then the President will 
issue a statement. That statement will 
be explicit in its terms. It will recite 
what has‘ been done, will exculpate the 
resent administration from any part in 
he frauds, and will renew the assertion 
that the President personally is behind 
the whole nvestgaton. 


Fond of Payne, 
but Then— 


Moreover, it will hand the laurels to 
Payne. ‘The rPesident has no intention 
of removing Payne, he says. He is fond 
of him, calls him “Harry,” and contends 
he has made but one mistake in the 
whole affair. The President admits 
Payne's handling of the Tulloch charges 
was an error, but will not let that bring 
harm to Payne; at least that is his inten- 
tion at present. 

The demands that Payne shall be re- 
moved are coming in thick and fast. 

The President bangs the table with his 
fist when he says Payne shall not go out. 
He is strenuous about it. He says he does 
not care what the public says and that if 
Payne should write out his resignation and 
hand it to him he would not accept it. 

Meantime Mr. Payne has heard with 
much apprehension that the President has 
wondered once or twice if Payne's health 
will stand the strain. It was a purely ten- 
tative wonder, Dut Payne remembers the 
melanchoiy fate of Alger, and shudders. 

Payne spends sleepless hours wondering 
whether Roosevelt can, although Roose- 
velt asserts ‘by Godfrey’ and “by Jove” 
that he will never let go of “Harry.” 

The other day a Boston newspaper hith- 
erto friendly to the President came alo 
with an editorial article which intimat 
that Roosevelt was responsible for the 
frauds, inasmuch as he had not removed 
the officials mentioned after he had a 
chance. 

The President was much depressed and 
much excited about this. He discussed 
with many callers the possibility of the 
country hvulding him responsibie. Those 
who know Roosevelt well and know of his 
over-weening anrbition to be President

Story of the Man Who Is

WASHINGTON, June 20.—When Robert 
J.. Wynne, first assistant postmastet-gen- 
eral, went into the department a little more 
than a year ago A. W. Machen and Geo. 
W. Beavers, then at the height of their 
power, looked him over. 

Beavers and Machen were s0 strong, 
seemingly, with Congress, and 680 firmly 
intrenched that the coming of a new first 
assistant was merely an incident with 
them. According to the scheme of organi- 
zation of the department, they were both 
in divisions controlled by and subordinate 
to the first assistant. He was their immeé- 
diate superior. 

“Wynne, eh?” said Machen. ‘Well, we'll 
do him the way we did Johnsor.”’ 

Willlam M. Johnson of New Jersey was 
Wynne’s immediate predecessor. Johnson 
was overwhelmed. He was not a fighter 
by nature, and when he saw the power of 
his subordinates he took his own method 
of protesting. He was absent from his 
desk for nearly eleven months of the 
thirteen he was in office. 

Wynne is built differently. He comes 
from fighting stock. So when word was 
brought to Wynne that Machen and Beav- 
ers intended to ‘‘do’’ him, he gritted his 
teeth. He held the eommission of the 
President of the United States for his of- 
fice. He was the superior of Machen and 
Beavers. Moreover, he intended to run his 
own office in his own way, under the regu- 
lations, and he told Machen and Beavers 
so in language that had bones and blood 
in it. 

Wynne had not been in his office a 
month before the issue was joined. Machen 
and Beavers were first contemptuous and 
then defiant. Wynne fought them to a 
standstill. 

There have been many statements to the 
contrary, many claims of early activity, 
but the fact is that Wynne is mainly re- 
sponsible for the uncovering of the frauds 
in the postoffice department. He went 
there an honest man, full of courage and 
fearing nothing. He roljed up his sleeves 
and pitched in. He knew there was crook- 
edness in the postoffice department, and he 
went after it. Beavers resigned and 
Machen was indicted. 


The Sort of 

Man Wynne Is. . 

Everybody in Washington knows Wynne. 
He has lived here for twenty-five or thirty 
years. He is a compactly built man of 190 
pounds weight. He is an Irishman, and he 
has all the pugnacity and all the wit of 
the race. His face ‘is round and full, and 
his eyes twinkle with mirth. He fs **Rob” 
to all his friends. For twenty-five years he 
wast a newspaper correspondent here. Dur- 
ing that quarter of a century he has known 
and had the respect of all the great men 
of the country who have been here.

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Water Commissioner Is Not Con- 
vinced of Merit of Meramec 


Proposition. 


SEES NO REASON FOR HASTE 


New Company Gets Hearing and 
Urges Board of Public Improve- 
ments to Take Action. 


Water Commissioner Ben Adkins stated 
to the Post-Disna \: yesierday that he is 
by no means conviuced that the Meramec 
river nroposition is the best solution of 
the problem of St. Louis’ water supply, 
and that ha !s in no immediate hurry to 
urge its addption. 

‘Representatives of the O'Rourke Con- 
struction Co. of New York applied for a 
hearing before the water committee of the 
board and we granted the hearing yester- 
day,” he said. 

“I understand that the O’Rourke com- 
pany is a different company from that 
which previously advocated the Meramec 
river plan. 


The representatives of this company 
urged me to expedite matters in the sttle- 
ment of the water supply problem. 

“I do not opeety see why I should be 
urged to act hastily in this matter when 
my agg took plenty of time to 
consider it and then did not act. 

“The matter of involving the city in a 
Ay ya heap amounting to $20,000,000 or $30,- 

is one that I wish to consider very 
aly before acting on. 

he same proposition was reported upon 
unfavorabl y former members of the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

“Mr. McMath, when president, and Mr. 
Colby, when sewer commissioner, both 
went on record-as unfavorable to the Mer- 
amec river plan. 

“Now they both appear as 
cates. 

“As I understand the matter, their ob- 
jection to it when in office was that the 
water from the Meramec river watershed 
was not just right or that the supply 
would not be sufficient. 

“What I want to know Is, have condi- 
tions changed since then? 

“If they have not, I certainly do not 
favor any such plan. 

“Mr. Blair stated that obstacles pre- 
viously in the way had been removed, 
but if they were legal obstacles they 
would not affect the quality or quantity 
of the water. 

“I would Hike to know what improve- 
ment there has been in conditions at the 
Meramec watershed since McMath and 
Colby were in office. 


What Changed 
Their Minds? 


“I would like to know why they have 
changed their minds on the subject. I 


understand Mr. McMath is the consulting 
engineer of the company and that Mr. 
Colby is also connected with it. 

“I certainly would like to get a water 
supply for St. Louis direct from nature. 
But I must be shown that it can be 
properly dono before I am ready to ap- 
prove such a plan. 

“I want to see the actual measurements 
taken by a government engineer or some 
competent and reliable man at the Mera- 
mec river watershed. 

“The commission appointed a few years 
ago expended probably $6000 in examina- 
tion of the Meramec section. But I am 
not certain that I want to go into a $30.,- 
000,000 proposition on their investigations 
and conclusiona. 

“I am going to examine the matter ver 
carefully for myself. I am going to find 
out all about this Meramec river watershed 
that can. 

‘“‘But the advocates of the O’Rourke com- 
pany needn't push me in the matter. 

“I called on the mayor this morning 
and told him just what I am telling the 
Post-Dispatch now.’

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ENDS IN DEATH 


During a Brawl in Virginia 
Mountains Mrs. Wingo 
Was Struck Down. 


ROANOKE, Va., June 20.—Mrs. Belle 
‘Wingo, a divorced woman, whose home 
was at Cedar Bluff, ‘lezewell County, went 
to Pounding Mill, and was met by eight 
young men. The party went into the 
mountains above Pounding Mill, near where 
a stillhouse is located, for the purpose, it 
is alleged, of indulging in an all-night ca- 
rousal. ‘the party vecame intoxicated. 

The men became jealous of each other 
and within a short while a fight was pre- 
cipitated.

BAKERS IN SPOTLESS WHITE 
WILL CONTEST FOR PRIZES 


All Departments of Modern Shop Will 
Be Shown as Well as Scientific 
Tests of Materials Used. 


Exhibits of scientific bread making will 
be -a feature of the labor carnival to be 
given at Handlan’s Park, July 25 to Aug. 
2, by the Central Trades and Labor 
Union. 

A complete shop will be in operation 
showing in particular the tests made and 
care taken to insure absolute purity in 
the finished product. 

Modern breadmaking machinery is the 
result of years of study by expert bakers. 
The men bestow as much attention, how- 
ever, upon themselves as upon the bread 


They go to thelr work dressed in spot- 
less white from head to foot. Their per- 


sons must be scrupulously neat and their | 
health beyond question. 


terials to be put in the bread. The tests 
are chemical, the flours being subjected 
to a specially rigid analysis. 

Malt and milk, which are used in large 
quantities, are also thoroughly tried. The 
malt is intended to aid digestion, con- 
taining the same elements as the juices 
of the stomach. 

The dough is kneaded by machinery. 
After this process is completed it is laid 
in troughs in the dough room, and is 
then weighed into loaf sizes and run 
through a moulding machine which does 
away with the inconvenience of sticky 
fingers for the baker. 

The ovens are the heart of the bakery. 
They are scientifically arranged, so that 
smoke or dust cannot get into the bak- 
ing room. 

In a modern bakery 
display at the carnival there will be 
three departments, the white bread de- 
partment, the rye bread department and 
the roll department. 

Special machinery is used in each, and 
bakers do not change from one to an- 
other. There are experts in rye bread, 
in ite bread and in rolls. 

At the carnival prizes will be offered 
in each department for the baker doing 
the best work and making the best show- 
ing in cleanliness and sanitation.

IN SANITORIUM 


Young Man, Who Hag Been 
Cause of Much Litigation, 
Under Treatment. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 20.—Moses 
Fowler Chase, the Lafayette youth whose 
person and fortune have been the cause 
of the most sensational litigation in the 
history of the state, is now a private pa- 
tient in Dr. Albert EB. Sterne’s sana- 
torium, “The Norways,” in this city, 
where he will remain indefinitely at the 
order of his father, Frederick 8. Chase, 
his legal guardian according to the de- 
cision of Judge Rabb at Fowler, Thurs- 
ay 

Young Chase was brought to Indian- 
apolis by his father, his nurse, John J. 
Hiaas, and a private detective, Wililam 
W einhart. in order to avoid attracting 
attention at the Union Station, the party 
left the train at North street, where they 
were met by Dr. Sterne with carriages, 
and were driven at once to the sana- 
torium, The demented youth was very 
quiet and tractable, and permitted him- 

self to be taken care of without seeming- 
ly taking the slightest interest in what 
was woing on. This was in striking con- 
trast with his condition at Fowler 
when he became violent for the first time 
fince he was brought back from Paris 
and attacked his nurse in a veritable 
frenzy. It required the cobined efforts 
of the nurse and the detective to over- 
power him, and it was several hours be- 
fore he was quieted. 

It is understood that Frederick 8S. Chase 
will spend the greater part of his time 
in this city, in order to be near his son, 
but Mr. Chase and his attorneys are. ex- 
ceedingly reticent in regard to their 
plans. hey feel that their affairs have 
attracted entirely too much _ attention 
and wish to avoid further publicity. The 
boy will be given every comfort at the 
Sanatorium, and it is hoped that under 

careful medical treatment his eondition 
may materially improve in the course of 
. few months. He will be guarded close- 
ly by the sanatorium attendants and by 
the nurse, and it was intimated by one 
of the attorneys yesterday that the pri- 
vate detective would also be retained. 
Mr. Chaf#e will take no chances of the} 
boy’s being spirited away by the Duhmes 
again. 

So far as the fight for the possession of 
the person and fortune of the young man 
is conoerned, the litigation its at an end, 
for there will be no appeal from the 
decision of Judge Rabb, the prosecuting 
attorney declining to continue the con- 
test. However, the controversy between 
Frederick 8S. Chase and the Duhmes is by 
no means settled. Mr. Chase has brought 
an action in the Federal court here ask: 
ing that the Duhmes be required to give 
an accounting of the fortune of the boy, 
which they held in their control for sev- 
eral years. Mr. Chase’s attorneys say 
that the Duhmes spent $75,000 of the 
boy’s money for attorneys’ fees alone in 
previous litigation, and an effort will be 
made to force them to reimburse the es- 
tate for such expenditures.

“AT ST.LOUSSFAR

of a Million on Display 
of Resources,

OTTAWA, June 20,—Canada intends to 
make her exhibit at the World's Fair at 
St. Louis next summer at once the largest 
rand most comprehensive display that she 
has ever attempted. The Canadian author. 
ities are now putting forth unuusal efforta 
to make such a display of Canadian pro- 
ducts as will do justice to this country’s 
magnificent resources. 

British newspapers are urging that Great 
Britain’s contribution to the fair should be 
a& representative one and one calculated te 
leave @ proper and lasting impression be- 
hind it. It is said that the imperial govern- 
ment is being pressed to grant a generous 
subsidy and support to the royal commis- 
sioners, whose business it will be to or- 
ganize the British eabinet. 


Subsidy Desired 
for Big Display. 

It is stated that if such a subsidy is giv- 
en, it will be a marked departure from the 
traditional’ policy of the British govern- 
ment, but it is generally advocated in this 
particular case, so that the people.of the 
United States may be able to form some 
adequate idea of the progress and activities 
of the empire. 

I’or obvious reasons this country is more 
vitally interested in the coming exposition 
at St. Louls than any other foreign exhibit- 
or, and the opportunity to present Canada’s 
attractions to the people of the Western 
states, in particular, will be made the most 
of. 


At all recent fairs Canada has been to the 
front in securing first positions for natural 
products and specimens are now being se- 
cured for the forest and mine, the fisheries 
and the farm that will, it is said, even 
astonish many who are familiar with this 
country itself.

There will be local distress for a 
time, and the helping hand of sister states 
may well be extended to the unfortunates, 
but, if the season henceforth be propitious, 
Kansas will be found in the autumn garn- 
ering a wondrous havest and lifting her 
imperial hea@ to the skies with a smile.

In the hearings given by committees of 
the House of Delegates and the Council 
on the Terminal Railroad Association’s ap< 
plication for an elevated loop franchise, 
one of which was held yesterday after- 
noon, those opposing the granting of the 
franchise have made the following:

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LAW FORBIDS BRIDGE MONOPOLY 


The Merchants’ bridge was authorized by act of Congress approved Feb, 3, 


1887. Section 11 of this act says: 


“Sec. 11.—Whereas, a principal reason for giving authority to build the 
bridge nerein contemplated is to secure reasonable rates and tolls for corpora- 
tions and individuals for passing over the same, the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge 
Co., or its successors or assigns, shall not agree or consent to the consolidation 
of this bridge with any other bridge across the Mississippi river, or to the pool- 


ing of the earnings of this bridge company 


with the earnings of any other 


bridge company on said river, nor shall any person who is or may be a stock- 
holder or director or manager of any other bridge over said river be a stock- 
holder or director or manager of the bridge herein provided for ; 

“Provided, That if this provision of this act shall at any time be violated 
in any of these particulars, such violation. shall, without legal proceeding, at 
once forfeit the privilege hereby granted, and said bridge shall become the prop- 
erty of the United States, and the secretary of war shall take possession of the 
same in the name and for the use of the United States.”

“The Hoyt Metal Co. has also announced 
its intention to remove to East St. Louis to 
escape an additional cost of $17,000 per an- 
num excess which they have to pay now 
for the privilege of doing business on this 
side of the river resulting from the bridge 
arbitrary and Terminal charges. 

“Can more eloquent, more convincing 
proof be given of the necessity for prompt 
and decisive action on the part of St. Louis 
to stop this exodus of its great manufac- 
turing establishments, by removing this 
exaction on its commerce? 

“Why cannot coal rates be the same to 
St. Louis as to East. S8t. Louls, just as 
rates on grain and other commodities from 
west of the Mississ!ppi river are the same 
to East St. Louis as they are to St. Louis? 

“Why should not all commodity rates be 
the same from and to either point? They 
must be the same, or St. Louls will take a 
back seat, and the chief city will be on 
the other shore. 

Mr. John M. Allen, president of the Co- 
jumbila Transfer Co., said: 

“ft represent the Columbia Transfer Co. 
We compete in a smal] way with the Ter- 
minal company, as we are running about 
100 teams, operating-to and from East Bt. 
Louis. But I want to say now that I am 
governed only by civic pride. I have no 
other motive in advocating the loop bill, 
as iis passage will cost me over $2000 for 
a piece of land on which I have a building. 

“The gentleman who preceded me asked

why the rate on soft coal cannot be made 
the same from the Illinois mines to St. 
| Louis as to East St. Louls. He might as 
/well have asked why you cannot buy a $ 
hat tor the same price as a cheap $1 hat. 
The hauling conditions for coal are not the 
Same everywhere. The questior is one of 
local conditions, and the railroads have 
put the rates as low as they can and make 
a reasonable margin of profit. The most 
enthusiastic man in favor of abolishing 
the bridge arbitrary would not get up here 
and say that we ought to haul coal from 
a mine at Mount Olive, IIl., to Cheltenham, 
Mo., at the same rate as to East 8t. Louis. 
The cost of the service must be considered. 
The rates are based on competition. We 
might want to change the rates, but can- 
not do it under present conditions. The 
Chicago & Alton is a controlling factor. 
As I sald before the House committee, the 
rates today are 6 cents a hundred in fa- 
vor of §t. Louis, as against any other 
point west.’’ 


| Arkansas Rate 


in Comparison. 

Mr. Warren asked: Do you know what 
ig the rate on coffee from Chicago to St. 
Touls? 

Mr. Allen: The rate from Chicago 
Texas points, and also to Little Rock, 1s 
20 cents a hundred higher. I don't know 


what it is on coffee, but it is in that pro- 
portion. But I would ask you what bear- 
ing this has on the bridge arbitrary? 

Mr. Warren: I will tell you. The rate 
on coffee from Chicago to Little Rock is 
37 cents per hundred pounds. The rate on 
coffee from Chicago to East St. Louls—car 
loads—is 15 cents per hundred pounds. The 
bridge toll, to get it this side, is 2 cents 
a hundred pounds. If the coffee dealer 
here had his warehouse at the track it 
would cost him 17 cents per hundred to 
get it into his warehouse. Now say the 
merchant at Little Rock wants a car load 
of coffee. He telegraphs to Chicago and 
to St. Louls for quotations, delivered at 
Little Rock. He does not care where it 
comes from. He finds that the rate from 
St. Louis to Little Rock is 30 cents a hun- 
dred pounds. But it has cost the 8t. Louls 
merchant 17 cents to get it into his ware- 
house, and the bridge arbitrary compels 
the Little Rock dealer to prefer Chicago. 

Mr. Allen: There is not a single jobber 
here whé would buy coffee in Chicago. He 
buys it at the seaboard or in South Amer!- 
ca. The rates given are theoretical and 
have nothing to do with the question. 

Mr. Gibson: When goods are brought 
across the river from East 8t. Louis by 
one or other of the transfer cémpanies, do 
they, for 2 cents per 100, take the goods 


to

city Ticket Office, Broadway and Chestnut St. 


across the river and deliver them to the 


stores of the St. Louis merchants? 

Mr. Allen: There is absolute competition 
in the transfer business. The officers of 
the different companies are not in a com- 
bine, and all rates from the trunk line 
terminals in East St. Louis are made on 
the basis of cost of carriage. We do a 
fair business. The rate on coffee, carload 
rate, is 2 cents per 100 on all the lines to 
the Cupples district. My rate to the man 
off the track is 3% cents. I have hauled cof- 
fee from the Big Four as low as 2% cents 
per 100. 

Mr. Gibson: All kinds of merchandise 
would cost more than 2 cents per 100 off 
the track to the store door? 


Arbitrary Complaint 
Called a Mockery. 


Mr. Allen: Yes; that is it exactly. It 
would cost them of necessity more than 2 
cents per 100. We cannot compete with the 
Terminal Association to a man who is in 


Mr. Cummings: The present city coun- 
sellor would, no doubt, give the same opin- 
ion. If 1 were in the council I would not 
pass a bill for a third bridge unless you 
put in it a proviso that it should belong 
to the city. You should put a clause in 
this bill establishing rates, not exceeding $3 
u.car, and that the city shall have the 
right to buy the whole caboodle at any 
time at a fair rate, not Including the fran- 
chise.

pear at the trial. Mre. Wills was granted 
a decree by default and the custody of 


Cupples block, because he only pays 2 
cents for bringing his goods over. But the 
question was raised by Mr. A. D. Brown, 
the shoe merchant, about the so-called 
bridge arbitrary, how it hurt his business. 
I could not help thinking that was a mock- 
ery, when I saw his wagons with their 
labels telling of the vast business, showing 
the immense number of shoes made— 
“largest shoe house in the world’’—all 
grown up under this so-called discrimina- 
tion of the bridge arbitrary. Ferguson & 
McKinney, who have only been in business 
three years, boast that their sales last 
year were enormous. We have the largest 
hardware store, largest shoe houses, larg- 
est brewery, largest press brick and other 
industries thut have grown to enormous 
proportions because of our advantages in 
geographical position and our rate condi- 
tions. 


“You can find flaws. cf course, in the 
rate question and i am not here to con- 
done the faults of the Terminal Association. 
I believe that they would take anything in 
the way of a franchise that they could get, 
but if you make this so-called bridge arbi- 
trary contingent on the passage of this 
loop bill you will do a great injury to the 
town. 

“The question of tacking on an amend- 
ment in regard to the arbitrary would be 
like cutting off & man’s leg to cure ery- 
sipelas. In Cincinnati, Chicago and other 
cities you have standing examples of what 
the municipal authorities have done in the 
way of granting Hberal franchises, and Il 
can’t understand why we should inject into 
this question one that is not opportune at 
this time. I believe we all concede that the 
loop bill is a good thing of itself; it should 
not be complicated with anything else, 

“Even Mr. Van Cleve, if it comes to the 
point of getting this loop or not getting it, 
I believe, would say. ‘give them the loop.’ ”’ 

Mr. Warren: What would be the effect on 
your business, Mr. Allen, if the bridge ar- 
bitrary were done away with? If the rates 
were the same to St. Louis as to East St. 
Louis? 

Mr. Allen: You would have to ask some- 
body more competent than I am to answer 
that.- There are always merchants that 
have to have goods hauled off the track. I 
don't think it would make any difference, 
as my buisness is all off the track. 


Ought to Let 
Them Spend Money. 


Mr. Gibson: What is yeur opinion in re- 
gard to compensation? 

Mr. Allen: That's @ question I don't 
feel competent to pass on. I feel that this 
loop bill is essential to the commerce of 
this town, to avoid the tunnel. I feel it is 
an important public measure, and I believe 
that if the Terminal Association was not 
here asking for it, we would perhaps be 
memoralizing them or trying to compe! 
them to do something to help us out. They 
are offering to spend $10,000,000, and I. think 
you gentlemen are going to allow them to 
do so. We should stick to the question. | 
believe by loading the bill with an amend- 
ment tying onto it something that is physi- 
cally impossible, if the bill goes back to 
them unpassed, they will say they are 
sorry, but they must remove the freight 
from our gateway if they cannot get this 
loop. 

Mr. Cummings, representing the North 
St. Louis Citizens’ Association, then said: 

“IT think you have given too much time 
to the robbers and not enough to the 
robbed. Mr. Allen makes money by haui- 
ing freight from East St. Louis to St. 
Louis. The transfer companies are the 
creatures of the Wiggins Kerry Co. We 
contend that St. Louis should be known 
on the map, ang these men will lose bread 
and butter if that is done. That is why 
they are opposed to it. The North §8t. 
Louis Citizens’ Association has passed a 
resolution requesting you to put the rate 
of toll in this bill,and the rate we recom- 
mended was $3 for crossing the bridge 
and $1 for switching charges. By this 
means we can abolish the bridge arbitrary 
and they can put a bigger rate on through 


tariff. 
City Can Fix 
Ferry Charges. 

‘Years ago, when I was in the Council, 
we tried to have 4 law passed fixing the 
rate and got an opinion from the city 
counsellor asking if the city had author- 
ity to fix rates on ferries and by wagons. 
He said it had. 

Mr. Gibson: Do I understand you to say 
that the city counsellor gave an opinion 
that the city has the right to fix rates 
on the ferries? 

Mr. Cummings: Yes. 

Mr. Gibson: What city 
that? 

Mr. Cummings: City Counsellor Bell. 
You can't fix the tariff on the bridges, but 
you can on the ferries.

Former Ambassador, in First State- 
ment for Publication Since Return 
From Germany, Tells Post-Dispatch 
of Ruler’s Interesting Personality. 


VERY SEVERE IN PUBLIC, 
“GOOD FELLOW” IN PRIVATE 


Hardest Worked Man in Empire, Nev- 
er Wasting a Minute, With Vast 
Fund of Information, Great Social 
Charm and Rich Sense of Humor. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 20.—Andrew 0D. 
White, former United States minister to 
St. Petersburg, and lately ambassador to 
Berlin, has given tothe Post-Dispatch his 
first statement for publication since his 
return from Germany lIast week. 

Mr. White is probably the best in- 
formed Amerienn on German affairs. His 
personal acquaintance with that country 
began 40 years ago, when he was a stu- 
dent there, In all, he has lived in Ger- 
many about 12 years. 

He was appointed ambassador to Ger- 
many in 1897, and he lived continuously 
in the Kaiser’s dom=ins until a few 
weeks ago. : 

No other American has had so good an 
opportunity to study Emperor William 
at clese ranae. The statement which fol- 
lows wan innde in response to the Post- 
Dispatch’s request for a talk on the Em- 
peror’s personality and other matters of 
special interest to Americans just now. 

“Emperor William is probably the hard- 
est working man in Germany,” said Mr. 
White. 

“Few people are out of their beds in Ber- 
lin when he takes up the day’s tasks. Many 
have gone to bed before he has finished 
his work. We has a wonderfully well 
trained mind, and he never wastes a mo- 
ment. That’accounts for the vast amount 
he accomplishes. 

‘Notwithstanding the great gains of the 
Social Demccrats ir Germany in the elec- 
tion this week, I think the Emperor's per- 
sonal popularity is gaining. 


' “T have traveled extensively in Germany, 


I] have talked with all classes of people, 
and it may be that I have gained a wider 
knowledge of the condition of the country 
than many Germans themselves. 

“I think that the great bulk of the peo- 
ple believe in the Kaiser. 

“They have faith in his honesty, in his 
sincerity, although they may not all believe 
in his policy. 

“They believe that he is studying the 
problems as earnestly as the reformers. 

“Of course, there is some bitterness, 
some complaint, but the personal feeling 
against the Kaltser is not bitter.

“Was it to Mr. Morgan that Emperor 
William referred when he made this re- 
mark?’ Mr. White was asked. 

“I did not mention the name,” he re- 
plied, gravely. Then he continued: 

“The Kaiser takes himself very serious- 
ly, very seriously indeed. 

“In public he is always the Emperor. 
He never forgets the pose for a moment. 

“He is a great stickler for the dignity 
of his rank. 

“In private life he is a charming and 
lovable man, natural and unaffected. He 
has a fine sense of humor and his laugh 
is. particularly infectious. After dinner; 
over the cigars, he is a delightful com- 
panion. He has qa vast fund of informa- 
tion and he tmparts it most entertainingly. 

“T once asked. the Emperor how he 
found time to do so much reading, because 
it seemed to me that every moment of his 
time was occupied. He told me that he did 
most of his reading when he was traveling 
about the country and when he was on his 
nusting trips. He never wastes a mo- 


ment.’ 
Emperor and Presitent 
Roosevelt Are Alike. 


Mr. White was asked about the sugges- 
tion that is sometimes made that Emperor 
William and ‘President Roosevelt have 
many characteristics in common. 

“They are alike in many things,” he 
said. “There is a certain physical re- 
semblance to begin with. Both are vigor- 
ous, strong men; both are fond of hunt- 
ing; both are honest and aggressive; each 
is patriotic according to his Ughts; each 
has a tremendous faith in his own coun- 


try, and both are what is c&lled strenu- 


ous. 
“The Kaiser is as much like President 
Roosevelt as a German could be, and the 
President is as much like Emperor. Will- 
lam as an American could be. The dif- 
ferences between them —¢: mational ra- 
ther than temperamental, I peste say.” 
“It is too early yet to ma a correct 
estimate of the Kaiser. He is too young, 
and he has not yet had opportunity to 
show what he really is. He is now 40, just 
entering upon the fullness of his powers. 
“He has had a wonderful training and 
he has great capacity. He is very shrewd. 
Those who think that he is a flyaway are 
sadly mistaken. He is really a careful 
man. and, considering his youth, he has 
made very few mistakes. 


He Is Not Mad 
on Militarism. 


“Those who think that he is mad on 
militarism are not familiar with the con- 


Citions. When he says in his speeches, 
as he did at Potsdam and other places, 
that if the occasion should arise, the sol- 
diers must be ready to shoot down their 
fathers and mothers and sisters and all 
their reiatives if it be necessary for the 
country and him, it sounds radical to 
Americans, but it is what the people have 
been fed on all their lives. 

“It is a part of their national catechism. 

“Germany is hemmed in on all sides by 
military nations. She has perhaps 4,000,000 
of people; on the east is Russia with 130, - 
000,000; on the west is France with 65, 090.000: 
on the south is Austria with 60,000,000, 
whose great Slav population is inimical to 
Germany. 

“Germany has no frontier. A glance at 
the map shows how her boundaries wind 
in and oeut, making her vulnerable. She 
has no oceans to protect her, no geo- 
zraphical protection. Germany must de- 
pend upon her army. 


How and Why the 
Kaiser Is Selfish. 


‘They talk about the Kaiser being self- 
ish, thinking of himself at all times. That 
is true in the sense that he thinks of him- 
self as representing the country. Of 
course, he is for Germany as we are for 
the United States, and for Germany all 
the time. 

“The Emperor is perfectly friendly toward 
the United States. He showed that dur- 
ing the Spanish war. He did all we asked 
him to do. I don’t think he cared any 
more about Spain than he did about us. 
He was for Germany. He is always for 
Germany. He has a deep rense of his 
personal responsibility to his empire and 
of its responsibility to him.

Owing to the present high prices of 
labor and building materials the board of 
directors of the public library has judged 
it: unwise to begin work on the branch 
library. buildings although their acts in 
securing building sites and plans have 
been approved by Mr. Carnegie. 

Under the terms on which Missouri Park 
was secured from the city <ie erection of 
the central library building cannot be com- 
menced until after the World's Fair has 
closed. 

A letter received from Mr. Carnegie ex- 
presses his entire satisfaction with the 
manner in which the present board of di- 
rectors has carried out the requirements 
attached to his $2,000,000 gift of March, 
1901. 

At the close of the World’s Fair in 1904 
the old Exposition buildings on Olive street 
be removed and preparations made 
for the building of the Carnegie library. 
All the sites for the branch buildings have 
been secured, with the revenue to maintain 
the library. - 


With the erection of the central building 
and the branches in all parts of the city 
St. Louis will have the basis of a library 
system unsurpassed by any American city 
except New York. 

Many valuable collections now in pri- 
vate hands will be presented to the city to 
augment the works now on the shelves 
of the present library quarters. Many such 
bequests would have been made before, 
but were deferred by the owners until a 
special and separate building was secured 
for, library purposes.

Warning That Levee Would Have to 


Be Cut Ignored by Terminal 
and Action’ Followed. 


Citizens of Granite City to the number 
of 100, led by F. G. and W. H. Niedring- 
haus of the National Stamping Co., cut 
the dike protecting the Merchants’ Bridge 
approach at 7 o’clock last night in order 
to let the backwater out of the city. 

The dike is several feet higher than 
Granite City, so that the water flowed 
freely onto the Merchants’ Terminal track 
and stopped railroad traffic across the 
bridge. 

The gap is 30 feet wide. 

Advices from Granite City last night 
were to the effect that the water had cov- 
ered all except one of the Terminal’s 
tracks, and that the trains of eastern 
roads were running by way of East St. 
Louis. 

With this action the flood situation at 
Granite City Is relieved and the overfiow 
is rapidly disappearing. 

The Merchants’ Terminal péople were 
notified early yesterday that the dike 
would have to be cut. No reply was re- 
ceived to the warning thus given and the 
citizens then decided to take the matter 
into their own hands. 

They say it was necessary to get out 
of the water to avert an epidemic,

Another Negro Arrested on Suspicion 
of Knowing Something About the 
Murderous Attack on the Baileys 
Last Thursday Evening Near Alton 


A second arrest was made yesterday aft- 
ernoon in connection with the murder of 
Mrs. Augustus Bailey, and the attempted 
murder of her two children, near Alton, 
Thursday night. The man arrested, who is 
a@ negro, refuses to give his name. The 
sheriff has no evidence against him, but 
he was arrested on suspicion. 

Another negro, who also refuses to give 
his name, was arrested the day after the 


discovery of the murder, but thus far there 
is no evidence that will implicate him. 

Sheriff Crow and the Alton policemen 
who notified Augustus Balley, the husband 
of the murdered woman, of the crime, think 
he is innocent. He says he can prove an 
alibi. John Maxwell, chief of the Alton po- 
lice says he would hold Balley for exam- 
ination. 

The murder is one of the most mysterious 
with which the authorities of Madison 
County have ever had to deal. 

Thursday night the bodies of Mrs. Augus- 
tus Balley, aged 38, her daughter Elizabeth. 
aged 18, and her son George, aged 5, were 
found on the Bethalto road, half a mile 
east of East Alton. All three were un- 
conscious and seriously wounded. 

The discovery was made by Gus Doerr 
of East Alton about 11 o'clock at night 
as he was returning from Bethalto, a lit- 
tle town 12 miles east of Kast Alton, 
where he had spent the evening. 

As he was walking along the Bethalto 
read he noticed a horse eating grass. It 
was hitched to a spring wagon. Doerr 
got into the wagon and started to drive 
toward East Alton. After going about 100 
yards the horse stopped and would not go 
further. Doerr got out and in the road 
found the woman, girl and boy. 

Jumping into the wagon he drove to 
East Alton, where he telephoned to the 
Alton police for an ambulance, which con- 
veyed the bodies to St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in Alton. 

Mrs. Bailey’s head was almost mashed. 
Two terrible wounds had been Inflicted in 
the back of the head and one in the face. 
Elizabeth had been struck twice in the 
back of the head and ‘her skull was frac- 
tured. The boy had received qa wound on 
the forehead. 


Girl Cannot 
Clear Mystery. 


Mrs. Bailey died in the hospital Friday 
afternoon at 1:30 o’clock without regaining 
consciousness. The boy revived the same 
afternoon, but all he could tell was that 
he fell out of a “‘little red wagon.’’ Satur- 
day Miss Elizabeth Balley became con- 
scious. Her father, Augustus Balley, was 
allowed to enter the room. Coroner C. N. 
Htreever ‘and Sheriff G. F. Crow were 
present. As the young woman is blind as 
a result.of her injuries she could not see 
her father, but when he spoke to her she 
said: , 

“We were driving home from the Jake 
when someone jumped into the back of 
the wagon and, cursing mamma, struck 


her over the ‘head from’ behind, and he 
struck me too. I do not know who the 


erson was.”’

After makin 
became excited and relapsed into uncon- 


sciousness. 

The lake to which she referred is near 
East_Alton and was formed by the recent 
flood. When the Bailey family were driven 
from their home near the mouth of Wood 
river by the high water they went to the 
hills about a mile east of East Alton. They 
brought with them a boat, in which the 
father, mother and daughter took pas- 
sengers riding on the lake at 5 cents each. 
Mr. Bailey says that on the “ey of the 
tragedy they had made $2.40 and that when 
his family left the lake for home last 
Thursday night they must have ‘had that 
money with them. He believes that they 
were attacked for the money. When the 
bodies were found they had no money. 

Mr. Balley says that he was at Yager 
Park, a suburb of Alton, on the night of 
the murder, having left his family abuut 6 
o’clock. While there he stayed at the 
house of Mrs. Mienhaus and she says that 
he was there until the police notified him 
of the crime. He says that he knew noth- 
ing of the murder until notified by the po- 
lice about 2 o'clock Friday morning. 

A fact that makes Sheriff Crow think 
Bailey may be innocent ts that he broke 
down and wept when told of the crime. 
Moreover he now threatens vengeance 
against the murderer and is working hard 
to bring about the arrest of the guflty. 

Yesterday afternoon Sheriff Crow said 
that the murder fs still a mystery but that 
he is satisfied that Bailey is innocent. . 

Dr. A. G. Porter said that ‘Tlizabeth 
wy! has slim chances of surviving. 

So far as the sheriff and the police know 
the girl had no lover and her father says 
that no young man called on her. 

Bailey is a fisherman and he has hved 
near the mouth of Wood river for sfx 
years.

He Was Suspicious, Caused Arrest of 
Man Who Approached Him and 
Others Were Implicated. 


Special dispatches to the Post-Dispatch 
from Indianapolis last night announce the 
indictment there by the grandjury of Hil. 
ton Brown, general manager’ of the In- 
dianapolis News; Arthur Stahl, a St. Louis 
detective: James W. Noel, am attorney, and 
Dr. George BE. Hunt; former secretary of 
the Indianapolis Commercial Club, on the 
charge of conspiracy in‘ offering bribes to 
Edwin D. Logsdon, president of the Board 
of Public Works. 

It appears that pu@ic complaint had 
been made against Logsdon’s management 
of his office, and, in order to emphasize the 
charges, Brown decided to fix up a “‘de- 
coy”’ case.

CLAUDE, WINNER OF THREE 
DERBIES, GOT SECOND PLACE 


Bernays Finished Third and Savable, 
Badly Ridden, Though Considered 
Invincible, Was Never a Danger- 
ous Factor in the Contest. 


CHICAGO, June 20.—The Picket, a horse 
that never before flashed first before the 
post, won the American Derby today. 

He set the pace every step of the dis- 
tance, was never challenged, and won in a 
gallop by six lengths. 

He ran the Derby distance, one and a 
half miles, faster than it was ever run be- 
fore in the race. His time was 2:33. 

Claude, the winner of three derbies, was 
second; Bernays, the Cincinnati candidate, 
was third. 

It was a race without the thrill of an 
exciting finish. The crowd of 70,000 people, 
which witnessed the sixteenth running of 
the event, saw a contest that had been de- 
cided when the field turned into the 
stretch. In* front of a struggling field, The 
Picket ran so easily and truly as to leave 
no doubt where he would finish. The roar 
of cheers, which greeted the successful 
horse, began when The Picket was more 
than an eighth of a mile from the wire. 

The Derby was a record-breaking turf 
event in more than the fast time that was 
made. Nineteen horses went to the post, 
the largest previoug field being 15. The 
largest crowd that ever gatHered on a 
western racetrack covered the Washington 
Park grounds. The race was worth $32, 
275, gross value, the richest in the nietoet 
of the race, with one exception. 
“Betting on the result began 
and continued until the horses went to 
the post. More money, it Is asserted, was 
wagered om the Derby that on any other 
race ever run in America. 

The victory of The Picket was no sur- 
prise, because a surprise was expected, 
but there was some big disappointment.

The whole question of public franchises in St. Louis is a very 
plain question. The city has been giving them away “for the 
sake of progress” for an entire generation. 

Is the result satisfactory? That is the qnestion and the 
whole question. When practical men, busines men, men who 
have the sense to manage their own business, public and pri- 
vate, try an experiment fully, they judge by the results. Does 
it pay? | 

The results of this experiment for‘’an entire generation are 
that in attempting to give away the franchises for the sake 
of progress, the city and its progress have been sold with the. 
franchises. 

The city tried to give away the franchise for the Merchants’ 
bridge, for instance. It did not succeed. It was sold with the 
franchise. 

It is those to whom it was thus sold who mow demand yet 
larger gifts of the same kind. 

The record of a generation shows that when the city is not 
paid for its franchises, the franchises are sold nevertheless, and 
at private sale. : 

This is the pivotal fact on which the whole history of “bood- 
ling” in St. Louis turns. 

Men may differ fairly in a given case. Those who demand 
great gifts from the city in a given case may be free from 
corrupt motives, even when they say, as usual, that the pro- 
greas of the city depends on its submission to their views and 
their terms. 

It is not necessary to pass judgment on motives in any such 
case. Let judgment be by the record and on it. As it stands 
for a full generation of mistakes and misgovernment, it speaks 
for itself in results. 
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The importance of little things is illustrated in the case of 
the Denver clerk whose failure to mail certain checks in time 
caused a “bear raid” on Wall street last week.

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THE POSTAL SCANDAL. 

The investigation of the postoffice department begun lan- 
guidly by the responsible officers who tried to sneer away the 
charges has deveioped a’ scandal exceeding in magnitude the 
great Star Route debauch of 1880. 

It is with pardonable pride that the Post-Dispatch claims 
the credit for initiating this inquiry. When the get-rich-quick 
schemes collapsed last February the Post-Dispatch sent a spe- 
cial representative to Washington to find out why these 
swindlers had been allowed to operate not only unobstructed, 
but actually under a quasi indorsement of the department. 

Following the clew furnished by this. newspaper and alded 
by facts discovered by the New York World the investigators 
have unearthed swindles big and little. The rural free de- 
livery system was found saturated with fraud. The Wash- 
ington office was a sort of clearing hguse through which 
fraddulent transatcions were passed and canceled. Payrolls 
were stuffed, appointments were bought and sold, somebody 
“higher up” commonly getting a rake-off, and contracts for 
supplies were awarded to bidders who “stood in.” 

Already an assistant attorncy-general has gone down in dis- 
grace, several division chiefs have been dismissed, some of them 
indicted, and a trail opened leading straight to the unspeakable 
Perry Heath, who was practically head of the department and 
“ran things” on strictly political principles. 

The worst of the whole matter, however, is the attitude of 
Postmaster-General Payne. When urged by the Post-Dispatch 
and the World to turn on the light he treated the matter as 
a jest. After the initial revelations came he went to work in. 
a half-hearted way and tried to discourage further effort. 
When Tulloch’s charges reached him he got Perry Heath 
and ex-Postmaster-General Smith to belittle them. Their state- 
ments he published and gave it out that the Tulloch charges 
were “hot air.” At that very moment proof in detail of al] 
the charges, and more, was in his desk. 

Postmaster-General Payne has shown his utter unfitness for 
his high trust and lost the confidence even of his own partisan 
friends. The department is full of rottenness and a clean sweep 
is demanded. Nothing short of the complete exposure and pun- 
ishment of the rascals, a radical change and a reorganization 
will satisfy the country.

The editor of the Commoner frequently 
receives inquiries from young men who de- 
sire to prepare themselves for an active 
part in the discussion of public ae 
and it is an economy of time to answer all 
at once. 

Webster, the great orator, said of elo- 
quence that it must exist “in the man, in 
the subject. and in the occasion.” And 
then he proceeded to elaborate the state- 
ment, showing that it was a combination 
of high purpose, firm resolve and dauntiess 
spirit, speaking from every feature and 
reaching the heart of the hearer. There 
are two things absolutely essential to elo- 
quence. First. the speaker must know 
what he is talking about; and, second, he 
must mean what he says. Nothing can 
take the place of knowledge of the subject 
and earnestness. To these other things 
can be added, such as clearness of state- 
ment, felicity of expression, aptness in il- 
lustration, beauty in ornamentation and 
grace in delivery. 

Eloquence is heart speaking to heart. 
There is no mistaking the cry of terror 
or the shout of joy, and sp there is no mis- 
understanding the sincere message that 
passes from heart to heart. 

The young man who would fit himself 
for real influence in the forum must him- 
self feel deeply upon the subjects which he 
discusses, and he cannot feel deeply with- 
out being in full sympathy with those 
whom he addresses. He must also be able 
to give them information which they do not 
possess or to state what they know more 
forcibly than they can state it themselves. 

The young man ambitious to stand as 
the representative of his people—not as 
an official nominally speaking for them. 
but as a man actually voicing their aspi- 
rations and giving utterance to their 
hopes—such a young man is advised to 
read the address entitled ‘The People in 
Art, Government and Religion,” deliv- 
ered by George Bancroft at Williams 
College in 188%. (It will be found in 
volume 7 of ‘“‘Modern Eloquence,”’ known 
‘‘Reed’s Collection of Speeches.’’) 
This oration is one of the greatest trib- 
utes ever paid to the common people, 
and it will furnish not only thought but 
inspiration to young men. It gefends 
the capacity of the people for self-gov- 
ernment, and declares not that “the peo- 
ple can make right,’’ but that “the peo- 
ple can discern right.’’

A knowledge of human nature is neces- 
sary to the orator. Pope has said that 
the proper study of mankind is man, and 
in the study of man the heart is the most 
interesting as well as the most important 
subject of vestigation. He would stc- 
ceed in public speaking must understand 
that a sense of justice is to be found in 
every heart, and that that sense of justice 
is the safest foundation upon which to 
build a government. . Bancroft, in the,ad- 
dress above referred to, declares that pop- 
ular government is the strongest gov¢ern- 
ment in the world, because, “discarding 
the implements of terror, it dares to rule 
by moral force and has its citadel in the 
heart.’ 

Moral courage is indispensable to the 
orator. A man cannot speak eloquently 
while he is running from the enemy; 
neither can he inspire courage if his knees 
smite each other and there is a tremor 
in his voice. Courage rests upon conviction; 
a man has no convictions to speak of who 
is not willing to endure suffering in support 
of them. 

The orator must have faith—failth in 
God, faith fn the righteousness of his cause 
and faith fn the ultimate triumph of the 
truth. Belfeving that right make might. 
believing that every word spoken for truth 
and every act done in behalf of truth con- 
tributes to the final victory, he does his 
duty, more anxious to help the cause which 
he espouses than to enjoin the fruits of 
victory. 

And, finally, let the ambitious young man 
understand that he is in duty bound to dis- 
card everything which in the least weak- 
ens his strength and under obligation to 
do everything that in any degree increases 
his power to do good. Good habits, there- 
fore, are always important and may become 
vitally so. He can well afford to leave 
liquor to those who desire to tickle the 
threat or to please the appetite; it will be 
no help to him in his effort to advance 
the welfare of his fellows. He can even 
afford to put into books what pthers put 
into tobacco. The volumes purchased will 
adorn his shelves for a lifetime, while 
smoke from a cigar is soon lost to sight 
forever. He does not need to swear; logic 
is more convincing than oaths. Let him 
feed his body with food convenient for it, 
remembering that food is only useful In so 
far as it strengthens man for his work. 
Let him train his mind to search for the 
truth, remembering that his power to dis- 
cern the truth will increase with the effort 
to find it. Let him keep his heart diligent- 
ly, for “out of it are the issues of life.” 
Let him recognize service as the measure 
of greatness, and estimate life by its outgo 
rather than by its income. Let him to 
himself be true, “and it follows as the 
night the day he cannot then be false to 
any man.”

The life in most Turkish harems is very 
simple, and, if we leave out the case of 
few polygamists, who still remain, very 
peaceful and happy. The absolute euthor- 
ity of the husband does not interfere with 
the recognized privileges of the wife, 
while the obedience of the wife, which is 
regarded by more advanced women in 
western Europe with such contempt, in 
most cases strengthens the affection and 
respect of the husband for her, says the 
London Express.

A postmortem was held in baseball circies 
last week and a shocking state of affairs 
in connection with one of the best re- 
gpected clubs, revealed.

The net results of the work of Messrs. 
Hitt and Bunt are set forth in the follow- 
ing communication:

To Whom It May Concern: 

We, the undersigned, having thoroughly 
investigated the case of the Browns’ east- 
ern record, recently deceased, found the 
following post and ante-mortem condi- 
tions to exist after and prior to the mak- 
ing of the aforesaid record:

5. Generally unhealthy appearance of 
the records. The safe hit column showed 
a woful want of nutrition; the percentage 
of victories was so faint as to be hardly 
noticeable.

These we submit as a few of the im- 
portant observations made by us.

A run around the block, followed by a 
journey to the woods, concluded with a 
short trip to the tall grass—the taller 
the more efficacious. After that a little 
batting practice; after that a little more; 
and then again some more. Don't let the 
necessity of a game interrupt your bat- 
ting—keep it right up through the game. 
If you are a pitcher, practice trying to 
throw a league ball through a’ two-inch 
Knothole in the fence. Of course you 
can’t do this, but it will help you to keep 
from getting discouraged when you set 
out to win a game with the Browns be- 
hind you. 

Keep all this going for six months, and 
you will be well—maybe.

Charles Umbs of the South St. Louis 
Turnverein and William Andelfinger of the 
St. Loula Turnverein g@e the men chosen 
by reason of their superior skill und many 
previous successes in local and national 
turnfests. 

These 8t.. Louisans comprise two of the 
party of six Greman-American Turners, 
who, under the auspices of the North 
American Gymnastic Union, will represent

The others comprise one turner from Chi- 
cago, one from New York and two from 
Philadelphia. 

The present plan of sending American 
representatives to the Greman National 
Turnfest originated in 1900 at a meet- 
ing of all the turn societies of the United 
States held in Philadelphia. At this turn- 
fest, where it was first decided to send 
turners abroad, Andelfinger and Umbs dis- 
tinguished themselves by winning prises.

tives might be selected, every turnverein 
in the country to send delegates. After 
long practice and preparation by indiviual 
turners in the various large cities, the 
turnfest at Chicago was held last May. 
More than thirty-five crack turners from 
all over the country competed, and when 
the number had been sifted down, six, the 
pick of the land, had been secured. Umbs 
and Andelfinger were among the success- 
ful contestants. 


Umbs and Andelfinger will recelve an 
ovation from their societies and many out- 
siders when they leave for New York. 
From New York they will take passage on 
the steamship Blucher of the Hamburg- 
American linc. 

Both the 8t. Touts turnere have enviable 
in turnfests here and else- 
where during the po few years. Charles 
Umbs won second prize in the national 
fest at Philadelphia in 1900, and William 
Andelfinger received twenty-eighth prize at 
the same time. The work of both men 
was exceptional, for there were several 
hundred contestants and about a hundred 
prizes awarded. 

In 1902, at the great turnfest held at the 
St. Louis Fair Grounds, Charies Umb 
captured the first prize among some & 
contestants. These successes are the result 
of almost dally practice by the two men 
in their respective turnverein halls,

If the athlete 
wins his special event he has done all thar 
is expected of him. In a turnfest the man 
best developed in every branen of gyn 
nastic and fleld sports wins the prize. The 
contestant must perform oa the horizontal 
bar or ‘‘turn-pole,”’ on the sida-horse and 
vaulting horse, must de all sorts o*% swine 
ing and strongth exercises on the paralle) 
bars, as well as high jump and run. Form 
counts almost nine-tenths in all his work 
If a man goes through his exercises in 
slouchy style he has no chance with the 
man who carries himself erectly and holds 
his legs and arms gracefully as he swings 
around the turn-pole. 

This is not the first time that St. Louis 
has been represented in Germnn turnfests 
In 1898 a delegation of six mon from the 
loca] turn societies were sent to Hamburg 
Germany.

ALL MATCH PLAY 
NOW UNPOPULAR 


— 


Experience Shows New Golf 
Tournament Rule Not 
Satisfactory, 


Local golf enthusiasts have rejected the 
tournament idea of all match play recently 
introduced in the East and at present in 
vogue in nearly every section of the coun- 
try. 

Iis amateur tournamént, which was down 
to stuart yesterday at the Glen Echo 
links, will be played under the old system 
of a qualifying round. 

Judging from reports coming out of the 


East, the policy of the local organization 
is justified. On every hand objections to 
the English system are pouring in and the 
fate of the innovation is at present in the 
balance. 

Their illusion was dispelled with the very 
first practical test, This came a few weeKs 
ago during one of the open tournaments 
near Chicago. It resulted most unsatis- 
factorily, the ultimate winner only having 
to play two matches. Byes and defaults 


were numerous. The Westerners have now 
renounced all match play and are again 
a unit in favor of a qualifying medal play 
round. 

A more recent illustration of the maten 
play defects was brought out at the re- 
cent championship tournaments of the 
Women’s Metropolitan Golf Association. A 
preliminary round was necessary, which 
necessitated those so unfortunate as to be 
Crawn for this plaving two matches on the 
first day. This was just what most of 
the women have been seeking to avold— 
two matches a day. One well-known golfer 
who witnessed this tournament said: 

“Why, here are several women com- 
pelled to play a preliminary round in the 
morning with the result that the success- 
ful ones must go out again after a short 
rest and play a fresh onponent who has 
been reposing peacefully in the first round. 
Then, again, there was Miss Ruth Un- 
derhill, who, through her opponent de- 
faulting, was enabled to enter the second 
round without playing a match.” 

This season will doubtless prove to be 
the crucial test. Althoygh the executive 
committee of the United States Golf As- 
sociation had decided upon the English sys- 
tem for the next national amateur cham- 
ionship at the Nassau Country Club next 
all. mutteritgs of discontent are being 
heard on all sides. 

When G. Herbert Windeler, the new 
president of the United States Golf As- 
sociation, carried his point in favor of all 
match play to the exclusion of what many 
considered the American improvement, ag 
the qualifying round is frequently called, 
the various estate leagues and minor bodies 
were divided among themselves ag the best 
course to pursue. The Metropolitan Goif 
Association, after a rather stormy meet- 
ing of ita executive committe, remained in 
favor of the medal play qualification round, 
while the Women's M. G. A. voted for all 
match play. | 

Up in Massachusetts the influence of 
President Windeler was clearly illustrated 
in the haste with which that state body 
decided to adopt the English system. In 
fact, it made this announcement before 
the U. 8. G@. A. Itself had sayy oome 
out {in favor of match play. In o West, 
except at St. Louis, they also hastened to 
fall in line and for a time every golfer in 
the vicinity of Chieago seemed to be pos- 
seased with the idea that match play was 
the only game. 

That the all match play plan: has not 
appealed favorably to the women was 
shown by a statement made by Mrs. W. 
Fe'lowes Morgan, president of the Wom.- 
en's Metropolitan Golf Arsociation. While 
Mrs. Moratn did not come out and de- 
clare against the English system, she said 
that another year would undoubtedly tind 
them again adopting a qualifying round, 
especially if more than 22 entered.

PHILADELPHIA, June 20. — Pennsy) 
vania took the first step toward the total 
abolition of child labor, when the state fac- 
tory inspectors were instructed to demand 
@ birth or baptismal certificate with every 
minor's application for work. Thousands 
of children now at work in stores, shops 
and mills will be out of work. All are un- 
der 18 years, and each one represents a 
wpecific case of perjury. 

The great textile strike now on in this 
city disclosed conditions that horrified 
every state official. War was declared on 
ohild labor at once. With New York, the 
gtate leads the country in the use and 
abuse of child labor. The great ‘black 
belt’”’ of the far South knows nothing that 
cannot be duplicated in the mill districts 
of Philadelphia, and conditions up the state 
are worse. Nothing on earth is worse than 
the condition of the thousands of children 
employed in the anthracite mines. The 
reform will be made to prevent child labor 
from becoming a political issue. 


Wine Years Old, 
13 Hours a Day. 
Mayor John C. Delaney, chief of factory 
inspectors, had an investigation made after 


@ published charge that children 9 years 
old weré on strike with the textile operas- 
ors, and that in some mills these little ones 
were sometimes compelled to work 13 hours 
a day. The investigation was made with 
a view to prosecute the persons who per- 
ured themselves to get working cards for 
hem. There will be no prosecutions. The 
children will be banished from the mills 
and sent to school. The next legislature 
will be expected to make it unlawful to 
employ any child under 14 years at any 
labor, and ‘n every case a certificate of 

th or baptism must accompany the ap- 
plication for working cards. 

“IT came here etermined to proceed 
against the parents who perjured them- 
gelves,”’ said Mayor Delaney today. ‘“When 
I saw the wretched, sometimes starving 
women who swore to falsehood that their 
children might eat, I felt that something 
more sweeping than the punishment of 
poor women was needed. I caused a new 
get of rules to be issued for the guidance 
of magistrates and other qualified to issue 
working cards to children. I propose to 
hold all such persons responsible for every 
working card they issue. Parents here- 
after must prove by living. witnesses or by 

roperly attested certificates just when 
Thetr children were born. A complete set 
of records will be kept, to the end that no 
child under 13 years can work anywhere 
in, the state. 

‘At the next session of the Legislature 

e minimum age limit will be raised to 
id years. I am unalterably opposed to 

he employment of child-labor. I woul 
fix the limit at 16 years, although this 
undoubtedly would work a serious hard- 

hip upon many. For that reason the age 
imit must be raised gradually.”

the Cloth Manufacturers’ Association 


- met and adopted resolutions condemning 


oOhild-labor and pledging support to any 
movement looking to its abolition. 

A sad feature of the situation is the 
extreme poverty of families that will 
suffer most from the liberation of the 
children employed in textile mills of 
Philadelphia who are under 13 years of age. 
In the heat of the strike some of the 
appor leaders held these little ones high 
above the heads of their hearers and, 
os fee J their puny arms and legs and 
hollow chests, called upon the millionaire 
manufacturers to ‘cease their moral 
murders.” This led to the hiding of some 
of the horrible examples. Mothers who 
rl ee themselves are in a state bor- 
ering on frenzy and many are in dread 
of being sent to prison. 

In a single block in the Kensington dis- 
Crit 14 women, mothers of 22 working 
children, all under the legal age, ex- 
plained today that with perjury or star- 
vation, the alternates, no woman would 
Bee her children hunger. Starvation is 
no stranger in that district. 

Organized labor will be called upon by 
the state authorities to co-operate in 
a thorough movement for the total abo- 
lition of child-labor. Pennsylvania will 
preseny be the first state in the union 
oOo make a comprehensive law.,

“Obey the laws,"’ said Judge Foster of the 
Juvenile Court. 

Five hundred children shouted two hun- 
dred grown persons applauded, Chairman 
Dwight Davis turned over three sets of 
keys to three different supervisors and the 
three new playgrounds were formally: dedi- 
cated under the auspices of the Civic Im- 
provement League. 

The play grounds are located at Seventh 
and Russell streets, LaSalle and Sixth 
streets, and Tenth and Mullanphy strets. 

The celebration began at the grounds at 
Seventh and Russell, where the Fowler 
playgrounds were opened. The grounds and 
the buildings on them are the gift of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Fowler to the children of 
St. Louis. A bath house, library and a 
playhouse are in course of conStruction and 


will be ready for the children in a few 


days. 

Most of the children of the neighborhood 
were present when Acting President White- 
law called the meeting to order. The boys 
left off examining the wonders of Mr. Da- 
vis’ automobile and crowded around the 
single board that served as a platform for 


the speakers. 

They stood up to the very edge and lIls- 
tened to Mayor Wells. He struck home 
when he talked of playing fair and the 
boys cheered for hi mwith a will. 

Judge Foster told the boys stories of the 
Juvenile Court and gave them as a recipe 
for keeping-out of that court “Obey the 
laws.’’ He told them that every one in 
the yorld had to obey laws, even police and 


presidents. 

He related an incident in which a boy 
pleaded for mercy on the ground that he 
had never been inthehouse which was 
robbed, but had only watched for the po- 
licemen and eaten some of the stolen pie. 

While Judge Foster talked, Baby Em- 
ma Schultz cooed from her green topped 
buggy and Baby Edna Otto played with 
umbrella handles, but all the rest of the 
children Hstened to the stories of St.

One of the faulty features of the present 
bull speculation in wheat is that its badly

irom the Jowa line to Cairo. The winter 
Wheat yield of Missouri, Illinois and In- 
dizna will undoubtedly be greatly legs than 
that of last year, when they raised be- 
tween them nearly 125,00 bu, which 
was 30 per cent of the total winter wheat 
crop of 192. That amount in these three 
States, however, was the greatest com- 
bined yield they ever secured, exceeding 
1901 (when the largest winter wheat crop 
ever harvested up to that time was raised) 
by 32,000,000 bu. What should not be over- 
looked is that there are other states rais- 
ing winter wheat and that most of these 
Staies promise to far exceed their 1902 
yields. Take Nebraska, Kansas and Okia- 
oma, which between them harvested 99,- 
000,00 bu last year and which this year 
have excellent prospects. The June 1 re- 
ort of the government indicated these 
wo states and Uklahoma had a prospective 
yield of 170,000,000 bu. Cut that to 160,- 
000,000 bu and their yleld over that of 1901 
would be 67,000,000 bu. If the three badly 
short states of Missouri, lllinois and in- 
diana only raise 70,000,000 bu between 
them, Kansas, Nebraska and Oklahoma 
promise to nearly make up the deficit, and 
Yhio, Kentucky, Tennessee and Texas have 
raised between them at least 15,000,000 bu 
more than in 1902, and there are others. 
The people who are betting on a winter 
wheat crop of 850,000,000 bu will be as sur- 
rised at che ,iinal returns as the billion 
ushel corn crop bulls of 1901 were by the 
1,500,000,000 bu crop the government finally 
reported. Speculation hag finally to accept 
Uncle Sam's ftigures, no matter how they 
may pooh pooh them, as speculation does 
everything that does not agree with its 
exaggerated ideas. .

The European tmporting markets continue 
to balk at American winter wheat damage 
and bull markets, but though they do not 
follow the advance here to any extent they 
hold well up in price, if that price is con- 
siderably below an export rity. It is 
even said that English, French and German 
in.porters have resold most of their pur- 
chases they had made in this country for 
August-September shipment. If this is so 
they must have been tempted by the profits 
the American boom gave them, and if they 
would rather take profits than the actual 
wheat it would seem that they felt easier 
in mind over their own crop prospects and 
were not to be frightened over those of 
America. They certainly have shut this 
country out cold as a provider of supplies 
for some time past. Even their latest spell 
of heavy rains. described as the worst in 
England since 1879, and flooding France in 
some sections. did not alarm their trade 
greatiy. Paris had a boost of 1c and then 
quieted down, but Liverpool was but 
slightly affected. The most notable fact 
was the quiet and unchanged country mar- 
kets of both England and France during all 
this downpour. And, by the way, the 
average price of English wheat in country 
markéts at latest report was 9c lower than 
a year ago. where in American speculative 
markets it is unchanged to 8@6c higher 


The short crops in the territory that St. 
Louis depends upon principally for sup- 
plies, and the possibility that the soft 
winter wheat may not be of contract 
grade, would make the position of the 
stort seller in this marketa dangerous one, 
especially for the July option. The possi- 
bility of such a position has already cut 
out a great deal of the speculative trad- 
ing and reduced the shortage that existed 
in that month.

According to professor's ‘completed” 
definition, a Me consists of an endeavor 
to deceive some one who has a right to 
know the truth.

These include lies told to avoid 
revealing a confidence, lies to the ene- 
mies of one’s country, and even lies 
whose only purpose is to save the teller's 
own skin. 

A witness in a law court legitimately may 
lie if be has grave reason to fear resent- 
ment of the criminal, or if the evidence 
required of him would damage his own 


character.

As the victims of these 
games often prefer to put down their 
Josses to the experience column of their 
ledgers, the cases reported are ee maced by 
the police at one-half of the total number 
that occur. 

Most plausible among the tricks worked 
aro the lock trick, the strap trick and the 
knife trick. Both the lock and knife tricks 
have the advantage of needing no indoor 
room, as they are both worked in the open 
gir and generally by comparative amateurs. 


A silver dollar with cuts on one side. 


befax spun tells which side is upper- 
most. Later workers of this trick omit 
the sinshes, and if given choice of “heads 
or taile” cam win on the percentage in 
their favor. With the scored coin the 
@perator turns his back while the coin 
is being spun. 


The lock trick has probably caught thou- 
gands of the unwary since its invention 
and in almost every case the performers 
get away with a considerable sum of 
money. Cases which have recently come 
to the notice of the police show losses of 
from $25 to $250 and the operators escaped 
arrest. 

To put people on their guard against this 
most simple trick, the Post-Dispatch gives 
this detailed explanation of the way in 
which the confidence men use it to part 
the unwary from his money.

Another variation of this trick requires 
a third party, who usually wears flashy 
clothing and a mock detective badge. As 
soon as the bet has been made this “of- 
ficer’’ comes up and places all of the men 
under arrest for playing a trick game. 

On the plea that they are respectable 
business men, with papers to prove their 
statements, they hand over what is osten- 
tibly a roll of money for the ‘officer’ to 
hold while they go after their proofs. 

The victim also gives up his money as 
securily for his reappearance, and then 
start for their hotels or residence. The 
stranger is told to wait in the station 
when he has secured his papers from his 
srip. The men do not appear and the po- 
lice are notified, but too Ite. 

One amusing feature of this variation of 
the trick is that in almost every case the 
victim is absolutely unsuspicious of the 
man who steered him, and he tells the po- 
lice how he lost only $37, while his friend 
lost a large roll of money, $200 or $800, or, 
perhaps, more. 

The simplicity of this trick and the fact 
that the scene of its operation is out of 
doors make it a favorite among the trav- 
éling confidence fraternity, who go from 
town to town making but one play in each 
large city. To the door of these operators 
the police lay most of the thefts in this 
line. The local workers are kept under too 
strict surveillance to permit them to try to 
work from the Union Station. 


The Strap Trick

Araong the tricks that are usually worked 
indoors is that in which a stranger is used 
to call forth bets from the victim who is 
led on by degrees. He wins the small bets 
and the operator the large ones till he sees 
that he is being worked, or loses Nis en- 
tire wealth.

Urn and Ball 
Trick Often Played. 


Articies made for amateur magicians are 
often used to defraud, and of these the 
commonest is the urn and ball trick. <A 
small urn with a cavity in the center is 
turned put of wood and in the cavity a 
smell marble is placed. The cap of the 
ura is made in two parts, one of which 
is the cover proper, and under this is a 
second cap which looks like the cavity 
witn the ball in place. 

The operator takes off both the true and 
false caps together and takes out the ball 
to show his audience that there is no doubt 
of the ball’s solidity. Then he turns half 
away and one of the bystanders takes the 
ball out of its hollow while the operator's 
head is turned. The cap is put on the urn 
and tre operator asks for bets as to wheth. 
er the ball is in the urn or not. 

The confederate leads the onlookers to 
bet that it is not there, as he himself 
has it in his hand. After the bets are

In the paper that is wound about: the 
rollers lies the deception. It is wound in 
the shape of a letter “8S,” and the blank 
paper is wound up into the machine instead 
of coming through. 

Four or five one-dollar bills, genuine 
cones that have never been creased, are 
previously wound into one of the rolls, 
When the crank is turned these bills ap- 
pear as the blank paper goes into the 
machine. 

This trick and the machine were s0 
totally unknown to Chief Desmond that 
he tried to get the federal authorities to 
prosecute the man who offered to sell one 
of them on a charge of counterfeiting. A 
warrant was refused on the ground that 
the machine was a trick and that no 
counterfeit money could be made with: it. 

This machine is.a descendant of one in- 
vented in Germany that ground out imita- 
tion gold coins which had been previously 
planted in the rolls.

LITTLE GIRL CRIED 
OR STEPMOTHER 


- 
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Woman Defies Court But 
Child Is Torn From Her 
by the Bailiff. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 20.—A pathetic 
scene was enacted in the criminal court 
yesterday afternoon by the separation of a 
little girl ‘about 4 or 5 years old from her 
stepmother. 

In the habeas corpus proceedings insti- 
tuted by George T. Roberts, administrator 
for George Whitehead, the little girl's de- 
ceased father, for the possession of the 
child, the court decreed that the stepmoth- 
er was not tne proper person to have the 
child in her possession. 

Judge Greene ordered that the little girl 
be turned over to Mr. Roberts, and then 
the trouble began. The child screamed 
and clung frantically to her stepmother, 
Mrs. Ida Whitehead. Mrs. Whitehead be- 


came tragic and when the bailiff started 
forward to do his duty, she exclaimed 
that they could only take the child from 
her over her dead body. 

Judge Greene had to come down from the 
bench and ask the bailiff if it was neces- 
sary for him to repeat his orders. By this 
time the child's screams had attracted the 
attention of the whole courthouse and 
when she was finally torn away from Mrs. 
Whitehead, Mr. Roberts picked her up and 
carriea her from the courthouse, while she 

cried at the top of her voice. 

The case has quite a history. George 
W hitehead was an engineer on the South- 
ern Rallway and lost his life at the time 
the engine ran off the Cahaba river 
tridge. Mrs. Ida Whitehead was his sec- 
end wife, and there has been considerable 
discussion over who should get the money 
for which Mr. Whitehead's life was in- 
sured. his living wife or the children of 
his first wife 

George T. Roberts, a friend of Mr. White- 
heud. was made administrator of the de- 
ceased man’s estate. and he took steps 
to prove that Mrs. Whitehead was not @ 
proper person to have charge of the chil- 
dren, and the court has sustainé@ti him. 

The little girl has been in Mrs. White- 
head’s possession for the past six months, 
and the child had evidently become pas 
sionately fond of her 

Mr. Roberts will nl the little girl and 
her younger brother under the care of his 
sisters

These 10,000 hoboes came to St. Louis to “panhandle” the progper- 
ous ones who work. They know that the’ World’s Fair is bringing, for 
the time being, prosperity to the people, and they want to share some of 


that prosperity in ‘‘hand-outs.’’ 


| Thus the World’s Fair, while it draws to the city a great many wor- 
. thy men who seek work and find it, and some who seek work and per- 
haps fail to find it, is also a magnet for the unworking, the work-avoid- 
ing, the laborless lubbers who follow in the wake of prosperity even as 


trade follows the flag. 


From every direction they come, but chiefly just now from the 
South, where they have hibernated. Tramps are much like birds, except 
that they lack the cleanly habits of the little songsters ; they fly sopth- 
ward in the autumn and northward in the spring.

They have no friends, not evei 
amongst their own kind. They won't work, 
even on short and easy jobs. Thyy. are beg- 
gars pure and simple. 

If they: need clothes they go out do the 
residence parts of the city and beg them. 
Do they want a shave or a hair cut? They 
go to the “‘Barbers’ College,”’ where these 
luxuries are free. For a bath—we.!, that 
is beside the question. They don't bathe. 

If the day’s begging has been a financial 
success and has provided a surfeit of beer 
the nickel that will pay for a sleeping 
berth in “Salvation Army Hotel’ may be 
“dug up’’ and the weary hobo may repose 
on a luxurious canvas cot—nothing but the 
cot, no bedclothes—until’ 6 a, m., when the 
watchman makes his rounds with his ste- 
reotyped and ironical call: ‘Time to go to 
work!"’ and once more the hobo is home- 
less. As this is his normal condition it 
doesn't affect him as it would affect some 
people. If he has not the requisite ‘‘coin,’’ 
why, there's an old saloon joint, the court- 
house steps or a boxcar in the railroad 
vards, 

At this season, while the weather is 
warm and the nights are pleasant, the 
cheap lodging houses are but poorly pat- 
ronized. The average hobo prefers ° to 
spend his nickel for beer and take his berth 
in a ‘‘gidedopr Pullman,”’ but when Jupiter 
Pluvius vents his wrath or the nights grow 
S-cent beds are full, and the 
cheap saloons are packed like boxés* of 
sardines. 

For food, each individual has his own 
route. Some eat at ‘the Salvation Army 
Hotel, where either breakfast or supper is 
served for 6 cents; sbme “‘bum’!-the res- 
taurant back doors. Many others, the.ma- 
jority, perhaps, live on the saloon “free 
lunches."" These husky beggars) will ask 
you for “a few pennies to eat or. sleep 
on,” and if their appeal is rewarded by a 
dime or a quarter, the donor, if he watch- 
es, probably will see the larger portion of 
coin go over the bar for 5-cent whisky or 
a bottle of beer, with its accompanying 
glorious privilege—hot soup,. “hot dog,” 
sandwiches, salads or other free lunch 
delicacies. 

Between Jefferson avenue and Grand ave- 
nue there. are bai the Frisco, Missouri 
Pacific and Wabash railroad yards every 
nilgtit more * than ‘& tholtsand empty ‘box 
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cars. In each one vf these almost any 
night now may be found from one to a 
dozen privates in this army of tramps. 

At Clark avenue and Bighteenth street is 
a yard of the Terminal company, where 
coaches are stored, and just now these 
too, unless well watched, are full of tramps 
at night.

Disgulsed as-a beggar, he was able to 
make $11.50 a day by his wits In Phila- 
delphia, and he obtairied the entree to the 
inmost circles of tramipdom in the Quaker 
City. 

He made the acquaintance of 155 tramps 
on his stx months’ journeyings, stud.ed 
and classified them. The result is an amount 
of accurate ‘knowledge: aoncerning this 
class that is considered of the greatest 
value in solving one of the most important 
sociological problems of the Umes, 

But Mr. Marsh's investigations will go 
much furthér. He will spend the coming 
summer in Europe, where. he will study, the 
foreign. tramp and the, way. be is bandie” 
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For next winter further plans are being 
made. 

The way in which the “Special Fellowship 
for the Study of Homeless Men" was cre- 
ated is as follows: 

The secretary of the Philadelphia Society 
for Organizing Charity ‘s Miss Mary Rich- 
mond, a young woman with a singularly 
brilliant and original mind. The Society for 
Organizing Charity completed, about nine 
months ago, a very large. complete and 
costiv “Wavyfarers’' Lodge.” In this b’g 
bulld'ng in the heart of, Philadelphia any 
destitute man may obtain a night's lodging 
with supper and breakfast. in return for 
three or four of not very onerous 
work at woodchopping. 

Miss Richmond, when the lodge was com- 
pleted, to Charles Custis Harrison, 
the provost of the University of Pennsyiva 
nia, and proposed that the university or- 
ganize_a tramp fellowship. 

If the university will establish such a fel- 
lowshi!p,”’ she said, “‘the Society of Organiz- 
ing Charity will join.in its.conduct.” 

Provest Harrison thought well of Miss 
Richmond's proposition, and Benjamin C. 
Marsh was appointed to the fellowship. 

Mr. Marsh, the Tramp Fellow, is robust 
and tall.

The 
trial of several wealthy white men upon this charge 
will open naxt Monday in the federal court at Mont-

For fifteen years peonage is known to have been 


practiced in several counties of Alabama. 


But the horrors of the real 


facts have not been disclosed until within the past few weeks, since ar- 
rests have been made and charges preferred by the federal court. 

It appears to have been the custom for the alleged slave-holders to 
make a pretense of leasing convicts from the county officials, which is a 


legal proceeding. This in some instances has been done. 


But it served 


as a cloak for the buying outright of negroes who had been seized by 
constables and tried before magistrates upon the flimsiest of charges, 


and who, in their dense ignorance, 


were glad to sign any kind of a 


contract with a planter to avoid going to jail. 
_ The negro stands in mortal terror of the law and imprisonment; but 
when once bound to the unscrupulous farmer there has been no end to 


the period of his contract. 


When he attempted to escape he was cap- 


tured by hounds, beaten for making the attempt, and fined again. 
The chief difficulty which the state has had in bringing the offend-

be investigated. Witnesses were summoned. 
Two wiio were on their way to Birming- 
ham--negroes—were taken from a train, 
and thev have not been heard from since. 

This performance was too much for Judge 
Jones. He dispatched heavily armed depu- 
ties to Tallapoosa and Coosa Counties, and 
sufficient witnesses were brought before 
the grandjury to give the evidence neces- 
Sary for ‘indictments. 

Judge Jones then brought the matter to 
the attention of the department of justice 
at Washington. District Attorney Warren 
S. Reese was summoned to Washington, 
and a four-days’ conference resulted in sc- 
cret service men being sent to Alabama. 
Three months these: detectives have bcen 
quietly engaged in their search, for tcsti- 
mony. The result was the recent arrest 
of cight men charged' with peonage, and 
the conscquent' sensation of national 
breadth. 

Though eight men have heen arrested, 
Tt is known thet 63 indletments have 
been returned. It wos remarked by a 
man of a humorous turn the unensineas 
in the minds of ¢ertain lessees of convicts 
who are in the dark as to the names in 
those other 55 indictments, must be of a 
colossal nature, 

The first arrest from the 
court wrs that of Robert N. 
Goodwater. Coosa County, against whom 
the grandiury returned five indictments 
This man was also indicted In the Birming- 
ham court. ‘he Montgomery [indictment 
charges Franklin, who holds a commission 
as constable, with seizing and selling to 
J. W. Pace of Tallapoosa County, negroes 
to be held in vgervitude. Moreover, another 
alleged offense of Franklin is that he sold 
negrocs from Coosa County, where they 
were scized and the arrests made, to Talla- 
poosa County men Iving 3 miles from the 
polnt where the arrests were made. J. W. 
Pace admits having received two negroes 
arom Franklin, paying $5 each for them. 
Franklin is the only one of the white men 
thus far arrested who has spent any time 
im jail. After four days in jall he made 
bond for $1000 in each of the five cares. 
- The five bonds were signed by leading \ 

» mens of Dadeyiile, the county seat of Talla- 
« ty. 
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Hill, Tallapoosa County, had an aged 
negro, Jasper Kennedy, in his employ who 
had been with him for thirty years. One 
day when Curtis was away from hom?’ and 
the old negro was working in the field, 
Franklin came along and told the old man 
that he was under arrest. The darky was 
struck dumb for a time with surprise, and 
finally inquired his offense. Some trivial 
excuse was made,(and the old man ,not 
knowing the law, felt compelled to accom- 
pany the constable to jail, protesting as 
he went. On the way the two were met 
by Mr. Curtis, who inquired the trouble. 
The constable replied as he had to the 
negro. He was going to take the man to 
Goodwater, in Coosa County. Curtis asked 
to see Franklin’s warrant. Franklin was 
confused, and acknowledged that he had 
no warrant. Curtis then accompanied the 
other two to Goodwater, went on the old 
mans bond, and said that he would be 
present at the trial. * Needless to say, the 
case was never calied. 

The second arrest from Montgomery was 
that of F. M. Pruett, a livery stable man 
of Goodwater, who evidently had been 
commissioned constable as a side line. His 
charge and history in the indictment were 
about the same of Franklin. 

The second day after Pruett’s arrest 
came that of J. W. Pace. This man is 
regarded as the chief defendant of the 
batch of alleged. slaveholders. Paco has a 
contract lease the county convicts of 
Tallapoosa County; and here Is where, it 
s charged, he gets In his work. He is 
rich. As has been said before, many) of 
the inhabitants county are of a 
casily by men of Pace'’s 
stamp. Toey cannot be brought to testi- 
fy against him. He has served the coun- 
ty as sheriff. Moreover, it is charged that 
many of the officers, constables and mag- 
istrates are in league with Pace. As he 
the County convicts, it is easy 
to treat the other men whom he 
he his legitimate prison- 
For ¢he latter Pace maintains a 
prison, keeps guards, and hounds for run- 
ning down and capturing escaped con- 
viets. Pace admitted when brought to 
Montgomery that he imprisoned the men 
he boug-¢ in the same way. 

Pace’s farm has been under suspicion. 
It has been charged frequently that ne- 
groes have been beaten to death; others 
starved, and men and women compelled 
under the lash to work together entirely 
nude. 

Pace is a giant. He welghs about 275 
pounds, ig six feet tall, with florid face and 
peculat Iiis feet are abnormal in 
ehape ough a wealthy oo... he is amag- 
ing king in education; wears home- 
wif hes and brogan shoes. Working 
af plantation for years, his labor 
him almost nothing. Wher 
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Montgomery Pace admitted 
practically all with which he is charged 
by the government. He says, however, 
that he has not violated the law, de- 
claring he had voluntary contracts with 
the negroes. Tine charge of cruel treat 
ment he would not discuss. ; 
Whenever Pace became overloaded with 
convicts, it has been his custom to sub- 
let them to J. F. Turner, a farmer of Talla- 
poosa County. Turner was the fourth man 
arrested. Two indictments were found 
against him. He made bond at once. 
Turner is unique, in that he says that the 
government “has the case down pretty 
straight.’’ He is illiterate, though he is 
successful, and has made a fortune. He 
talks like a negro. He is held in high es- 
teem .in his county, and his bond was 
made by the Tallapoosa County bank. Tur- 
ner disclaims having known that he was 
offending the law. He says that if he is 
convicted it will be on his own testimony, 
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adding: ‘I sho is gwine to tell al) that I 
knows.”’ 

If Turner tells all he knows, according 
to the charges of the government, his evi- 
dence will be of a startling character. He 
is charged specifically with the murder of 
three negroes on his plantation. Two were 
men; the other a woman, and it is alleged 
that they were killed in the most brutal 
manner while being held in servitude. In- 
deed, it is charged that the woman Was 
hanged for having refused to work. The 
witnesses’ ‘testimony in regard to Turner 
before the grandjury was of the most 
shocking nature. 

Turner admitted that three negroes died 
on his place, and also that the woman was 
‘norely”’’ when brought there. According 
to Turner she refused to work in the field, 
and then suddenly died. wus at a loss 
to account for the death, but the coroner's 
report was that she had dled from naturel 
causes. Cne of the men, Turner, admits, 
was killed by his son, Allen Turner, :n 
““self-defense."” Th® coroner's verdict was 
justifiable homic‘de.”’ 


The next man arrested was G.. D. Cosby 
of Dadeville, formerly a guard in the em- 
ploy of J. W. Pace. He is charged with 
selling to Pace negro men in servitude. 

After the arrest of Franklin, whose bond 
was made returnable tu the federal court 
here at the December term, Judge Jones 
received a request from the department at 
Washington that he go t6 trial with the 
case at the earliest possible moment. He, 
therefore, immediately had the bonds of 
Franklin change, and all subsequent bonds 
made to read “returnable June 16, and from 
day to day thereafter.”” On June 7 Judge 
Jones ordered that the arrested men be 
arraigned Monday, June 22, and their cases 
set for trial. 


What makes the case of such a sensa- 
tional nature is that, in addition to the or- 
dinary peonage crimes. the government 
charges conspiracy involving officials of 
Goodwater ang Dadeville and of the two 
counties, 
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question. A writer in a leading Alabama 
daily, who, by the way, is a native of Tal- 
lapovsa County, thus describes the situa- 


“tion: 


‘Negroes who are without money and 
friends, of their own color, are frequently 
convicted for minor offenses and fined a 
certain amount and sentenced to work a 
certain number of days at hard labor. 
Under the present fee system in Alabama 
the total amount for which they are held 
is sometimes more than twice as much as 
the original fine. This amount they are 
absolutely unable to pay. A white man 
whom they know is sent for and is called 
upon to get them out of trouble. The 
white man thereupon confesses judgment 
with the court, or in other words stands 
security for the amount of fines and fees. 
The negro tien agrees to work a certain 
number of months or years, as the case 
may be, until he has made the amount 
good. At first glance this would seem a 
perfectly legal.contract and it is, so far 
as it goes. It is the only way in which 
the white man can protect himself and at 
the same time it keeps the negro from 
prison and gives bhim employment which 
tends to improve instead of debauch his 
mind. According to the best authorities a 
case like the one mentioned is not a viola- 
tion of the law and can not be termea 
pecnage in the technical sense of the 
word.” 

In some defense of the practice the 
writer goes on further to say: “There are 
two sides to the question, and while the 
negro may have to undergo the humilia- 
tion of being locked up at night, it must 
be remembered that the farmer has a 
considerable sum of money at stake and 
has no security whatever except the pris- 
ener’s word that he will not violate his 
contract. While the negro is irresponsible, 
the farmer is lable to the court and must 
pay «he fine and fees whether the negro 
works out his time or not.” 

Justice must be done, however, the 
present administration in Alabama ip this 
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respect. Gov. Jelks has made a rec 
ord among southern governors, on the 
lynching problem. So emphatic have been 
was paid, with no knowledge that the 
amusement has palled on those white men 
who thought the courts would never im- 
prison white men for lynching a negro. 
Gov. Jelks has made a record also in his 
revolution of the system of caring for 
state convicts. On the first of the present 
year the governor issued an ultimatum to 
the effect that all state convicts thereafter 
were to be under the direct supervision of 
the state. Contracts with the great coal 
and other mining companies of Alabama, 
who depended on their convict labor for 
operating their mines, were revoked. The 
sensation has not been equaled in Ala- 
bama. Finally new contracts were made, 
under which the convicts continue to ope- 
rate the mines, but under an entirely new 
system, and it is under the direct super- 
vision of the state officers.

“I have been in the service years, 
spending most of the time working in the 
southern states. Until I was ordered to 
Alabama, early in April, I did not 
what peonage was.”’

“He ran away from his contract on 
my viace in Mississippi,” replied the 
atranaer., “and I’ve been over here in 
Arkansas after him.”

“Take him home and beat him,” replicd 
the Mississippian. 

“and.” said the secret service man, “he 
had the negro handcuffed and was taking 
him from Arkansan into Missiasippi with- 
out a warrant and without a requisition. 
No doubt he thought he had a perfect 
right to do. Tm sure I. as an officer 
ef the United States government, thought 
he had. I know better now.” 

It is noteworthy that every officer of 
the court which is investigating these 
peonage cases is an Alabamian to the 
manner born. Judge Jones is an ardent 
Democrat and an ex-governor of the state. 
As a delegate to the late constitutional 
convention, which disfranchised the negro, 
he made a speech appealing for fairness 
to the negro which attracted national at- 
tention. He contended that while it was 
right to deprive the negro of the ballot, 
it became more the duty of the white men jf)

N ALLITERATIVE artisan in words 
A has termed the tender tale of Ruth 
Frederic and Eliot Keen an Idyll of 
tne Ateliers. Well, that may express it, 
in art: but it is more than that—it is a 
story of two intensely human and happy 
young hearts cemented by affection. The 
profession of the man and the antecedents 
of the maid, it is true, throw an artistic 
glamor over the tale; but leaving aside all 
the studio features, even as a love story 
of a great city it is full of sweetness and 
light. The parentage of Miss Frederic and 
the profession of Mr. Keen, however, ren- 
der the story more than usually interest- 
ing. 

Nearly five years ago Harold Frederic 
died at his home near London. For more 
than a decade he had lived in England, 
first as chief correspondent for a high- 
class American newspaper, then as Eng- 
land’s conception of the most popular and 
able American novelist. 

Strong. vivid stories of American life 
flowed from his pen. ‘‘Seth’s Brother's 
Wife,” h's first important book, won many 
readers in the West, as elsewhere. .‘‘The 
Lawton Girl,’ a study of rustic life; ‘In 
the Valley,”” a war romance of his own na- 
tive Mohawk valley home; ‘“‘The Coppe-- 
head,”’ another civ'l war tale; “The Dam- 
nation of Theron Ware," ‘“‘March Hares,” 
“Gloria Mundi,” and “The Market Place.” 
the last-named being posthumously pub- 
lished, added to his fame. 

In England there grew up around Harold 
Frederic almost a cult, so highly were his 
novels regarded, and in America due meed 
of praise was given to th's American, who 
Was expatriated In residence, but not in 
sentiment, and the subject matter of his 
books. 

Thousands of h's readers were inexpress- 
“bly shocked when they heard of his un- 
timely death at the age of 42. He was a 
man of so much promise, of such delightful 
youthfulness in thought and feeling, that 
it seeme hardly possible that he couid 
be stricken down.

expected death so early. No man expects 
the sickle of the reaper at 42. Before him, 
in his strong and buvyant expectation, were 
many years of achievement, with their op- 
portunities for saving money. He was just 
rising upon the crest of an enduring fame, 
which meant wealth to himself and his 
loved ones. His income was increasing con- 
Stantly. There was time enough, he 
thought. 

Then came the ‘stroke, almost without 
warning, and his bereaved widow and chil- 
dren mourned uncomforted. When the 
estate was settled up it was discovered 
that practically nothing was left. The lit- 
tle family, accustomed to luxuries and the 
life artistic, surrounded by all that makes 
life worth living to those gently reared, 
found that the royalty from the novelist’s 
books was the sole source of income, and 
through certain red tape processes the at- 
torneys managed to cut this down to @ 
pittance. 


Mrs. Frederic was an invalid, and the 
shock of her husband's death was too great 
for her to withstand. Within a few months 
her grave was made beside that of her 
husband. 

Ruth Frederic, the oldest child, just on 
the verge of womanhood, was left the sole 
protector of her little brothers and sisters. 
She did not shrink from her responsibilities, 
but looked them full and frankly in the 
face. 

“I shall go home,” she said, “‘to my be- 
loved America, and make a living for my~ 
self and the children,” 

She had scarcely known the United States 
as her home, having passed 14 years in 
England. Nevertheless the lure of her na- 
tive land was too strong to be resisted, and 
the plucky girl set sail with her little 
charges and shortly became a4 struggler 
amid strugglers in the thronged hive of 
Manhattan. 

In her trunks she carried many letters, 
written. by her English frtends without 
solicitation, to members of the Four Hun- 
dred. They commended her to them. She 
could have handed the letters of introduc- 
tion to the rich, and in a moment she would 
have been the Honised and petted favorite 
of the smart set. But Ruth Frederic was 
by no means that sort of woman. She pos- 
sessed much of the strength of character 
that her father had loved to depict in some 
os his heroines.

REAT Salt Lake, the American dead sea, is doomed. 


Slowly and mysteriously the body of water which at 


an altitude of 4200 feet furnishes the best salt sea- 
bathing in the world one thousand miles from the? 
ocean, is drying up, and scientists and men who. 
have watched the lake since 1847, when the pioneers, 


arrived in Utah, agree that inside of 20 years the 


fake bed will be a great desert of salty sand. 

The most recent warning to this effect has just been sent out by 
Dr. R. J. Hyatt, for several years the well-known weather observer at 
St. Louis. who was transferred to Salt Lake City two months ago. Dr. 
Hyatt took measurements and declared that the Great Salt Lake is dry- 
ing up.

waters from the feed streams. 

In’ 1900 the greatest fall\ on record oc- 
curred. The level went down nearly four 
feet in the year. Yet an observation of 
the rain chart shows that for five years 
preceding this t'me the rainfall was above 
the normal. At the close of 19 the lake 
stood one foot below zero. (In 1901 it stood 
one foot two Inches below; in 1902 it reached 


three feet six inches below. 

At present, when the lake stands at the 
highest point of its year’s scale, according 
to a comparison of the records, it is three 
feet eight inches below zero and still fali- 
ing. This year the annual rise brought it 
up a foot, yet it is two feet below the 
mark registerc.! et this season last year, 
and the precipitation this season has been 
far greater than it was last. 

From 1887 until 1902 the dry cycle has 
been in progress, the prec pitation aver- 
aging 14.8 inches, or nearly 1.85 inches be- 
low normal, and ever since the beginning 
of that season there has been a steady. {all 
of water in the lake. The total fall from 
the close of 1885 to the close of 1902 was 
nearly 12 feet, which is indeed an alarm- 
ing state of affairs. And, still worse. the 
decline has been much more rapid dur ng 
the past three years than for any other 
period during the drouth. 

The following table gives the lowest leve'!s 
of the lake, by years, from 1547 up to the 
present time. The figures, obtained from 
Section Director Murdoch, are authentic 
from 1875 on, and for the years previous 
they are based on the most careful] esti- 
mation: 
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The strangest development In the lake's 
history eeccurred during the past month. 
For mmiths Utahns had waited for a break 
in the dry cycle. It was argued that when 
it did come the lake would rise, as it did 
during the wet cycle of the sixties and 
seventies. Drver weather than that of the 
past sixteen years had never been known 
in Utah, although it was approximated be- 
tween 1827 and 1864, a period of 37 years. 
It was to be inferred that the next 16 
years would not average less in precipita- 
tion than heve the past 16 years, and the 
people of Utah might reasonably expect

As to the effect of irrigation, that system 
of watering the land for farming began 
in 184% which was the year succeeding the 
advent of Brigham Young and his com- 
pany, and as these people were largely of 
the farming classes they and their pro- 
geny have spread an interest in agricultu- 
ral pursuits. From the first the land of 
the valley was tilled and farming was in 
operation ell during the years that the 
lake rose rapidly and maintained its high 
level. This, however, would not recessarily 
indicate that irrigation is not responsible 
for the low water. since there was’ not 
enougn artificial water of the land to make 
a material difference in the lake. But 
there has been’ a steady growth in agri- 
culture in Utah, and the report of 1599 
showed the amount of land irrigated in the 
basin to: be (9 square miles, which is a 
little more than @ouble that under irriga- 
tion ten years previously. 

Owing to the frequent and great fluc- 
tuations in volime incident to climatic va- 
riations and other conditions of change, the 
lake’s area is inconstant, and the recorded 
surveys of the water surface show great 
discrepancies. In general terms its present 
dimensions have been recordell as follows: 
Average length, 75 miles; greatest width, 50 
miles; extent of surface, 2125 square miles. 
The fact that the altitude of the lake level 
is 4210 feet above sea level is alone suffi- 
cient to create unusual conditions which 
have interested scientists. 

The rivers which feed the lake al! enter 
it on the eastern side; they depend upon 
the supplies furnished by the Wasatch and 
Uintah Mountains. Of these streams the

most fmportant are the Jordan, which 
brirgs down from the south the surplus 
waters of Utah lake. the Weber and the 
Bear. Beside these there are several small 
streams locally designated as creeks, which 
deliver a moderate contribution during 
high water seasons. Generally, however, 
the lower portiors of the creek beds are 
drv, the water having been diverted at 
higher levels for irrigation pairposes. From 
the west no streams reach the lake, the 
few that rise on this side losing themselves 
in the desert plain, or disappearing entirely, 
through evaporation. 

The lake has furnished more than one 
mystery. The latest, the seemingly bot- 
tomless pit which was discovered along the 
route of Harriman’s $20,.(00,000 Luc n cut-off 
across the lake, is still puzzling engineers. 
Near this spot Col. John White, owner of 
Antelope island, which lies out in the lake. 
says a maelstrom exists. Two hundred 
sheep on board a sailing vessel were drawn 
under the water by this maelstrom. They 
did not appear on the surface aga'n. 


Prof. James li. Talmuge, the best-posted 


of all scientists on the lake. and who has 
watched it for twenty-five years, said to- 
day:

acute pain! and if accidentally swallowed 
strangulation must ensue. 
the most expert swimmer could long pre- 
serve himself from drowning if exposed 
to a reugh sea. 

“Upon one occasion a man of-our party 
fell overboard, and although a good swim- 
mer, the sudden immersion caused him to 
take in some mouthfuls of water before 
rising to the surface. The effect was a 
most violent paroxysm of strangling and 
vomiting. and the man was unnt for duty 
for a day or two afterward. He would 
inevitably have been drowned had he not 
received immediate assistance. After bath- 
ing it is necessary to wash the skin with 
fresh water, to prevent the deposit of salt 
ars ng from evaporation of the brine, Yet 
a bath in this water is delightfully refresh- 
ing and invigorating. 

“The force of the waves on the lake is as- 
feunding to one who has had experience 
‘2 troubled waters of ordinary density 
ulone. Even a moderate disturbance gives 


I doubt whether 
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to the shore breakers prodigious power, 
and affords the bather the exciting experti- 
ence of heavy surf-fighting. Storms on the 
open lake are serious happenings to the 
small boats that navigate its surface, even 
though the atmospheric disturbance may be 
that of but an insignificant squall at sea. 

“As will be readily understood, boats for 
service on the lake must be of special 
construction, affording proper displacement 
in the dense water. A craft that would 
sink to the water line in seawater would 
ride so high on the lake brine as to be top- 
heavy and unsufe.”’ 

The management of Saltair beach resort, 
which cost $1,000,000, is puzzled as to how 
to move their great pavilion toward the 
declining waters. As matters now stand 
one must walk a mile from the pavilion 
to reach bathing water. Ten years ago 
the water was five feet deep under the 
pavilion. A railroad 13 miles long carries 
the pleasure-seeker from Salt lake to Salt- 
air beach.

Twice a vear all the Kuz Kilim curtains 
are also washed in cold water—a sanitary 
custom that might prevail here to advan- 
tage.

If 
they are beaten on the back it will break 
the ‘hread. After the dust is shaken of 
beaten off, small rugs can be put in plain 
cold water, in tubs, right side out. Then, 
with a brush and sandsoanp, the entire sur- 
face can be gone over, but always taking 
pains to rub In the same direction with the 
warp. Large rugs, after shaking or beating 
in the direction toward which the wind 
blows, can have the garden hose turned on 
them to advantage, after which they 
should be dried in the sun. In the winter 
they can be cleaned by spreading on the 
snow covered ground and sweeping off with 
the snow. A Turkish rug should never be 
sent to a cleaner's, unless it is one who 
ueee hand cleaning, not machine.

COLLECTING TARANTULAS A CALIFORNIA INDUSTRY 


p> 


NE of the oddest industries In the 
() the United States is that of the 
tarantula collector of California, 

Thousands of these formidable spiders are 
caught each year and sold to curio deal- 
ers, who find a ready market among tourists 
for them at 25 to 50 cents apijece. 

The collectors are usually boys who get 
%% cents apiece for their quarry. The 
headquarters of the industry are in Pasa- 
dena. near which place the spiders are still 
fairly plentiful. Their numbers have been 
greatly reduced throughout the state in 
the last few years, however. 

The methods employed in gathering the 
annual tarantula crop are interesting. 
From June till October, when the sun 
burns hot and the sea breezes are pulveriz- 
ing the dry earth into a velvety dust, the 
great spiders crawl from their subterranean 
burrows into the upper world and prom- 
enade sedately in miniature forests of 
cacti, sagebrush and dry grasses. Their 
usual headquarters are in adobe fields, quite 
isolated from the haunts of man, where 
the soll is dark and corresponds to their 
dusky hue. 

The collector's outfit consists of a large 
water bucket, a pair of pincers ahd a large 
number of tin cans or glass jars with 
covers. All the social and domestic affec- 
tions of the spiders resolve themselves into 
hatred when they are placed together in 
captivity, and they kill and eat one an- 
other with the most delightful ferocity if 
they are put in the same receptacle. For 
this reason Many cans are needed, so that 
each spider may be relegated to individual 
quarters. 

When tn localities where tarantulas are 
known toybe numerous the boys search dill-

homes, which are always designated by a 
white silken web that outlines the rim 
of the hole and gives a smooth and elegant 
finish to the walls for an inch or two be- 
low the surface. Tarantulas are notorious- 
ly lazy and seldom dredge out their do- 
mestic establishments, being quite content 
to occupy some deserted gopher hole, mak- 
ing no alterations in the general arrange- 
ment of the place except to hang the 
higher wall with gauzy drapery. 

When the boys find a promising-looking 
hole they pour in a quantity of cold water, 
for which tarantulas have an intense aver- 
sion. Their black, hairy coats are well 
oiled, and water slips from them as it does 
from « duck’s back, but nevertheless they 
don’t like such treatment, and come forth 
in response to the deluge, all blustering 
and bristling and primed for battle. But 
they are unable to cope with the enemy 
und iis pincers. and are immediately 
grabbed and placed in cans, where in de- 
feat and anguish they clash thelr mandi- 
bles together. 

The spiders are killed by Immersion in 
gasoline and turpentine, and a tub fu'l of 
the writhing creatures presents an orig- 
inal and startling appearance. Sometimés 
in their death struggle they grapple with 
one another, getting their ten legs irre- 
parnably tangled with those of their com- 
batants, but usually death comes too 
quickly to permit such occurrences. 

Chioroform is sometimes used to kil] the 
bugs. but it is objectionable because it 
loosens the fuzz of the spider. which, if 
dropped on the hands of the taxidermist, 
sometimes causes an irritation of the skin. 

The process of curing is simple. only ar- 
senic and white cotton batting being ured.
